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SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 
IN PAPERBACKS 


F. SEYMOUR SMITH 


IT is intended in this survey to emphasise scientific and technical literature 
offered to students and practitioners rather than the general reader, although 
some of the books mentioned serve both publics admirably. This is especially 
true of Penguin Books and the associated series of Pelicans. 

For example, in the Penguin series of Reference Books there are dictionaries 
of Biology, Geography, and Science (2s.6d. each); Psychology (3s.6d.); and 
Civil Engineering (ss.) which not only help students to understand the 
technical and scientific terminologies of their subjects, but are also useful 
to the layman reading for pleasure and general knowledge. 

Similarly, the fifteen authoritative books in the Archaeology section of 
Penguin’s classified list are all substantial contributions by specialists to 
various topics in this science; yet they are not too technical in approach and 
treatment to be beyond the average man’s comprehension. 

The classified list referred to shows clearly how rich the series is under the 
headings of Psychology; Biology, Physiology and Medicine; and Natural 
History. Indeed Group Psychotherapy, by S. H. Foulkes and E. J. Anthony, 
describes a new method of psychological treatment which is considered to 
be one of the most important advances in this field of psychology. J. Maynard 
Smith’s The Theory of Evolution (1958, 3s.6d.) and Man the Peculiar Animal, 
by R. J. Harrison (1958, Pelican Medical series, ss.), are but two other 
examples of outstanding contributions to scientific literature from scores 
included in the current Penguin stock list. 

Nor are practical topics in technology neglected. Such an eminent 
authority as Oliver Simon in a masterly Introduction to Typography (1954, 
3s.6d.) provides a handbook on typographic problems met with in book 
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production, illustrated in colour and with facsimiles. This is a revision of a 


work first published by Faber. 


Among the recent additions to formal textbooks for university and 
technical college students are to be seen many essential works at prices well 
below the usual hard-cover editions. By pricing such books to attract 
personal purchase rather than institutional borrowing, publishers are able 
to print larger editions, thus reducing the cost per copy. Those studying 
English morphology now have Otto Jespersen’s standard work on the 
Growth and Structure of the English Language in the cheaper soft-cover as well 
as the library edition (Blackwell, 8s.6d. and 10s.6d. respectively); and, on a 
different level, Hugh Jarrett’s How to W’rite English (1958, Comet Books, 
Collins, 2s.6d.) is offered in this popular series as a ‘key book’ for English and 
foreign students, providing not only the essentials of grammar and instruc- 
tion on the choice of words, but also advice on the practice of writing letters, 
summaries and reports, with a bibliography for further reading. By empha- 
sising that it is not necessary to write “We are in receipt of your favour of 
12th inst.,’ and similar tired, inflated phrases, the book encourages the 
writing of good English, and will discourage the spread of so-called “business 
English’ in an age when the problem of communication is of paramount 
importance. Logic, an allied subject, is seldom treated in brief, introductory 
texts, so that Straight and Crooked Thinking, by R. H. Thouless (1958, Pan 
Books, 2s.6d.), should not be overlooked. For its emphasis on a special 
aspect of communication in industry and science, J. G. Woolley’s English 
for the Technical Student (1957, Blackwell, 6s.6d.) deserves the close attention 
of all scientific and technical workers who have to make reports, draft 
instructions, describe processes and summarise knowledge, in language free 
from the technical jargon and the unnecessary obscurity which undeniably 
mar some current technical publications. 


Teachers welcome the publication in soft cover format of essential hand- 
books for their professional training and practice; even the great university 
presses are beginning to publish some standard texts in these cheaper 
editions, and some examples in the literature of science and engineering will 
be noted later on in this article. Such practical instruction texts for teachers 
as the Science Teaching Techniques series, each issued under a number and 
published by John Murray include material on the use of animals in teaching 
genetics, geology in the science course, making a science syllabus, and 
nuclear energy for secondary schools. Number seven in the series (3s.) was 
published this year. 

There is also a general handbook on education and methods of teaching, 
The West African Teacher's Guide, by J. E. Sadler (1958, Allen & Unwin, 
7s.6d.) in a soft-cover edition, substantial enough for everyday use. Here 
the senior lecturer in Education in Birmingham Training College (formerly 
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holding a similar post in the Nigerian College of Technology) offers his 
expert guidance to student-teachers and practising teachers in the principles 
of education, in twelve chapters dealing with the profession as a whole, 
practical work, school curriculum, techniques of teaching special subjects, 
the development of children’s intelligence and capacity for learning, child 
personality and the teacher’s aspirations. 


For the first time in publishing, students on an advanced level are being 
catered for in paperbacks. Dr. Laurence Bright, in his monograph Whitehead’s 
Philosophy of Physics (1958, Sheed & Ward, 2s.6d., Newman Philosophy of 
Science series, edited by P. E. Hodgson), states that the purpose of his essay 
has been to introduce readers, ‘especially those engaged in scientific work, 
to a philosopher who has as yet received too little notice’. He agrees that 
Whitehead’s philosophy should be studied as a whole, but the aspect he 
has selected appears to him to be the most important part. It will certainly 
be the part in which scientists engaged in applied physics will be most 
interested. Others in this series so far published by Sheed & Ward are 
Science and Metaphysics, by John Russell (1958, 2s.6d.), an essay on human 
knowledge and the problem of existence presented in a style not beyond the 
educated reader with some training; and Life and its Origin, by Dr. Philip G. 
Fothergill, Senior Lecturer, King’s College, Newcastle (1958, 3s.6d.), in 
which he discusses such controversial topics as the origin of life by spon- 
taneous generation, Oparin’s theory, the viruses, and allied subjects. 


Nor are the students of medicine and nursing overlooked by publishers of 
students’ editions. We now have The Art of Studying, an American textbook 
by Emma Spaney and Louisa A. Jennings, published in a soft-cover edition 
by Pitman (1958, 16s.), providing nurses with an illustrated guide on a 
method of taking notes at lectures; on reading quickly, yet with compre- 
hension; on acquiring arithmetic skill; using a hospital library to good 
advantage; making a report, and similar practical subjects. Although 
addressed to nurses, much of the material should be useful to all scientific 
students. Even a standard handbook like An Introduction to Surgery, edited 
by David H. Patey, a distinguished surgeon and examiner at the Middlesex 
Hospital, London, has been published in two editions (1958, Lloyd-Luke; 
student’s edition, 9s. 6d.; cloth bound, 17s.6d.). Similar dual publication was 
given to Young Children in Hospital, by James Robertson (Tavistock 
Publications; 1957, library edition, 9s.6d.; 1958, paper covers, 4s.6d.). In 
A Way of Life and other selected writings, by Sir William Osler (1959, 
Constable, 12s.), we have sixteen characteristic essays chosen by a committee 
to interest medical and other readers in the philosophy, wit and wisdom of 
one of the greatest physicians of all time. Sir Geoffrey Keynes pays a gracious 
tribute in a foreword to this ‘great humanist’, to his love of literature and 
books, and his understanding of others. 
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The famous Psychology of Sex, by Havelock Ellis, was written for the lay 
reader, but most students also read it as an authoritative milestone in the 
literature of sexology. Originally published by Heinemann in 1933, it is 
now available, unabridged, in Pan Books (1959, 3s.6d.). Barbara Callow’s 
introduction for students to the science of nutrition, Food and Health (3rd 
edition 1946), was also eventually published as a paperback (1957, Oxford 
University Press, 3s.6d.) thus placing it within the reach of all. 

Sometimes, then, the student’s edition follows the library edition quickly, 
for is even published simultaneously with it; sometimes there is a gap of 
l-years. It is probable that the former practice will be much more usual in 

the future, even with some quite specialised texts, now that the policy has 
been well established. For example, Form In Engineering Design, by J. 
Beresford-Evans (1954, Oxford University Press, 10s.6d.) is of use and 
interest only to professional students, it can have no popular market. Yet it, 
too, has been issued as a paperback (1957, Oxford University Press, ss.) and 
in that format and at that low price will reach students direct, and not 
through a lending library. 

Similarly, when the library edition of N. F. Mott’s Elements of Wave 
Mechanics was reprinted (1958, Cambridge University Press, 25s.), the same 
press brought out simultaneously the paper-cover edition priced at 153.; 
and the standard text by G. H. Hardy, Pure Mathematics, is also now in 
print in two editions (Cambridge University Press; cloth 35s.; paper covers, 
22s.6d.). First published in 1908, this masterly treatise for first-year university 
students has served many generations so well that it is always in demand 
and has gone through ten revised editions to date. It is interesting to note 
that the first edition, which ran to 444 pages, was 12s.6d.; today’s student’s 
edition of the larger text of 509 pages at less than double this price is therefore 
relatively cheaper than the Edwardian, having regard to the considerable 
change in money values in the half-century that divides the two. 

Even more striking is the bibliographical history of the standard work on 
The Theory of the Properties of Metals and Alloys, by N. F. Mott and H. Jones. 
When this was first published in 1936 (Oxford University Press, 25s.) it 
established itself as an important work for engineering students, and 
subsequently went out of print in Great Britain. Later it was reprinted with 
corrections for Dover Publications, New York; and this edition has now 
been itself reprinted by Oxford University Press in a paper-bound edition 
at 12s.6d., exactly half the pre-war price. The rapid use of new developments 
in photo-lithography and allied processes may be expected to lead to many 
similar striking examples in the near future. 

Even books offering scientists the highly specialised and complicated 
knowledge connected with the new techniques of nuclear plant engineering 
are being made available in soft-cover editions. There is, for an example 
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from this field, a series of Nuclear Engineering Monographs, under the 
general editorship of W. K. Mansfield, which was introduced last year by 
the editor’s own contribution, Elementary Nuclear Physics (Temple Press, 
10s.6d.) in a paperback edition, and most of the official reports and technical 
papers are published by H.M. Stationery Office in this format. Explaining 
the Atom, by S. Hecht and E. Rabinowitch, was highly commended by 
Einstein on its original publication (1955, Gollancz, 12s.6d.) as ‘a fascinating 
popular book’, to be “understood by any attentive reader’ interested in the 
mysteries of nuclear fission. It is probably useful also to young scientists. 
who are not studying professionally this aspect of physics. These and the 
general public now have it in Collins’s Comet Books (2s.6d.), and the same 
public will no doubt be interested in that modern classic, Sir Arthur 
Eddington’s The Nature of the Physical World (still available in the library 
edition from Cambridge University Press, 22s.6d.) in the same series (Comet 
Books, 2s.6d.). 

Originally offered to practising psychologists, that epoch-making work 
Psychopathology of Everyday Life, by Sigmund Freud (Benn, 12s.6d.), has 
recently been added to Comet Books (1958, 2s.6d.) and will continue to be 
widely read by the general public. So, too, will Patrick Moore’s Guide to 
the Planets added in 1957 (Comet Books, 2s.6d.). 

All of these books are reprints, but Routledge & Kegan Paul have recently 
launched a Library of Mathematics, edited by W. Ledermann, which will be 
devoted to textbooks specially written for this paper back series, selling at 
the popular price of ss. each. The aim of the series editor is to provide short 
books for ‘those who study mathematics as a tool rather than for its own 
sake’. Hence the topics covered are usually included in courses of mathe- 
matics for scientists, engineers and statisticians at universities and technical 
colleges. These are offered to date: Differential Calculus, by P. J. Hilton, a 
fifty-six-page text with exercises and answers, indexed, well-printed, with 
an attractive, stylised front cover; Elementary Differential Equations and 
Operators, by G. E. H. Reuter; Linear Equations, by P. M. Cohn, and an 
eighty-six-page text on Sequence and Series, by J. A. Green, all published 
(in 1958) in uniform format and at the same price, 5s. 

Gone, therefore, is the time when a textbook inevitably remained in the 
student’s memory as a tattered, poorly printed and unattractive book, 
borrowed, or bought from another user. Even such a masterly bibliography 
as Nathan Grier Parke’s Guide to the Literature of Mathematics and Physics 
(including engineering science) may now take its place in the student’s 
personal reference library of essential working tools in a paperback edition 
of over 400 pages (1959, Constable, 20s.).

(Reader’s 
Guides. Third Series. 5) 
Following a brief introduction on the subject of the bibliography, Professor James, 
an acknowledged authority ou the history of religion, provides a comprehensive 
reading list with a note on each book mentioned. The range of the list includes the 
comparative study of religion, prehistoric and primitive religion, ancient near eastern 
religions, the religions of India, Persia, China and Japan, Islam, reference books and 
forthcoming titles.

THE TECHNICAL WRITER. An Aid to the Presentation and Production 
of Technical Literature. J. W. Godfrey and G. Parr. Chapman & Hall, 45s. 1959. 
22 cm. 340 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This book contains a wealth of information for the technical writer, clearly presented 

and succinctly expressed. Forms of technical literature are dealt with, techniques of 

writing for different types of reader, sources of information, methods of illustration 
and reproduction, the setting out of the typescript, editorial procedure, and estimating 

material and costs. A brief section on typography, another on the organisation of a 

technical publications section, and advice on agreements and copyright are also 

included. This is a book which every technical writer and technical editor should 
certainly study.

BRITANNICA BOOK OF THE YEAR, 1959. Edited by Walter Yust 
(Editor-in-Chief), and John Armitage (London Editor). Encyclopaedia Britannica, 
10$s. 1959. 28 cm. $74 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This record of the happenings of 1958 contains, among other informative articles, 

surveys of events in the British Commonwealth of Nations by Harold Ingrams, in 

India by Dr. S. Gopal, and in the U.S.S.R. by David Floyd. There are special articles 

on Antarctica by Dr. Vivian Fuchs and Evelyn Todd, on Zeta by Dr. P. C. Thone- 

mann, on the United Arab Republic by E. S. Atiyah and on the Brussels Exhibition 
by Monica Krippner. A new feature is a list of the most important honours conferred 

during 1958 by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. (032) 
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Illuminated Manuscripts 
LES BELLES HEURES DU DUC DE BERRY. Introduction by 
James J. Rorimer. Notes by Margaret B. Freeman. Thames & Hudson, 42s. 1959. 
24°5 cm. 24 pages of text. 32 facsimile plates in colour. 
A colour facsimile of part of one of the small group of illuminated manuscripts of 
superlative quality made for Jean, Duc de Berry (d. 1416). Thirty-two of the ninety- 
four large miniatures in the original manuscript are reproduced in limpid colouring, 
together with their decorative margins, on paper which simulates the appearance of 
parchment. The low cost of this really lovely book represents a triumph of inter- 
national art publishing: the colour plates were made by the French printing and 
engraving firm of Draeger Fréres for the American edition (1958). The English edition 
bears no date of imprint and tucks away in the introduction the essential information 
that this precious manuscript is now in the Cloisters, the medieval section of the New 
York Metropolitan Museum—otherwise one has nothing but praise and admiration 
for this jewel of a book, which is introduced by the Director of the Metropolitan 
Museum. (096) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


A PHILOSOPHICAL ENQUIRY INTO THE ORIGIN OF 
OUR IDEAS OF THE SUBLIME AND BEAUTIFUL. Edmund 
Burke. Edited with an introduction and notes by J. T. Boulton. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 32s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 228 pages. 

Published first in 1757, this enquiry into the means by which aesthetic effects, whether 

pleasant or terrifying, are brought about rapidly became a classic in this department 

of philosophy and set the feet of the young Burke on the road to fame. Unlike many 
books on aesthetic theory it is gracefully written and eminently readable. This version 
is based upon the second edition of 1759, which was enlarged by the addition of an 

Introduction on Taste. The editor’s introduction traces the main sources of Burke’s 

ideas and the effect they had on writers, painters and thinkers of the 18th century 

and after. (111-85) 


THE MIND READERS. Some Recent Experiments in Telepathy. S. G. 
Soal and H. T. Bowden. Faber, 30s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 292 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 

On a visit to Snowdonia in 1955, Dr. Soal, the celebrated investigator of extra- 

sensory phenomena, came quite unexpectedly upon two Welsh boys, who were 

cousins, with unusual powers of telepathy. To get them to submit to the usual 
scientific tests, Dr. Soal rather rashly agreed to pay them according to results. To 
increase their score the boys attempted, at one point, to cheat, a fact which they 
cheerfully admitted when found out. Most of their results, however, have stood up 
to the most exacting scientific scrutiny. An absorbing tale of research, complete with 
sketches, photographs and statistics, with a touch of comedy unusual in this kind of 
work. (133-8) 


THE SIXTH SENSE. An Inquiry into Extra-Sensory Perception. Rosalind 
Heywood. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
‘Extra-sensory perception’—the faculty made manifest, it would appear, in such 
phenomena as clairvoyance and telepathy—has become a subject for serious scientific 
investigation. In this interesting survey of psychic research in all its forms from 
ancient times to the present, the author makes a critical summary of the evidence, 
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and presents explanations and hypotheses put forward by physical scientists such as 

Tyrrell and Carington, a biologist (Sir Alister Hardy), psychologists (Freud, Jung 

and Dr. Thouless) and philosophers (Professors C. D. Broad and H. H. Price).

FLYING SAUCERS. A modern myth of things seen in the skies. C. G. 
Jung. Translated from the German by R. F. C. Hull. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 14s. 
1959. 19 cm. 198 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Jung concentrates on the psychological meaning of the widespread ‘visions’ of flying 
saucers, including their appearances in dreams, paintings, and historical documents. 
He suggests that in an age no longer prepared for religious visions these technological 
visions express the unconscious need for help against two threats—of material 
destruction and of the annihilation of individuality by mass organisation. Simple in 
itself, and stimulating, the theme is presented with a speculative freedom staggering 
to the scientific reader, in terms of the collective unconscious and its archetypes, with 
all Jung’s later vocabulary drawn from gnosticism and the mystical side of alchemy.

A CRITICAL INTRODUCTION TO THE OLD TESTAMENT. 
George W. Anderson. Duckworth, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 268 pages. Bibliography. 
Indexes. (Studies in Theology) 

This account of the books of the Old Testament supersedes Gray’s Introduction which 

appeared in the same series as long ago as 1913. Professor Anderson (Professor of Old 

Testament Studies in the University of Durham) with his command of Scandinavian 

sources is well qualified to summarise the modern discussion, and he has produced a 

careful and balanced survey. After a chapter on the canon, he devotes sections to the 

main divisions of the Hebrew Bible and ends with ar. account of the literary forms 
and history and of the place of the Old Testament in the Christian Bible. The student 
will find this an admirable textbook, and it may be recommended to all interested in 

the modern view of the literature of the Old Testament. (221) 


THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. An Historical Commentary. E. M. 
Blaiklock. Tyndale Press, 9s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 198 pages. (Tyndale New Testament 
Commentaries) 

This volume maintains the high standard set by these commentaries. In an Introduction 

which should prove most useful to both the student and the general reader, questions 

relating to authorship, date, sources and background are lucidly reviewed, and in the 
commentary the principal difficulties to which the book gives rise are clearly 
recognised. The author is Professor of Classics in Auckland University, New Zealand, 
and is able at different points to provide illustrations derived from his special field of 
study. Although the commentary is written from the conservative angle, there is no 
indication of theological bias. (226-6) 


A SHORTER COMMENTARY ON ROMANS. Karl Barth. S.C.M. 
Press, 158. 1959. 22 cm. 188 pages. 

Karl Barth describes this commentary, which originated in extra-mural lectures at 

Basle, 1940-41, as a smaller and younger brother of his larger commentary on 

Romans. It is not, however, an extract from the older work in spite of the fact that 

it has the characteristic features of all the author’s writings. Barth tells us that it is his 
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intention here to let Paul speak for himself, and the reader must judge to what extent 
he has succeeded. It will, without doubt, be agreed that we are provided with a 
profound and singularly illuminating exposition of the essential elements of this 


difficult epistle. (227°1) 


THE CURE FOR HUMAN TROUBLES. A Statement of the Christian 
Message in Modern Times. W. Montgomery Watt. S.P.C.K., 15s. 1959. 22 cm. 
168 pages. 

The author is concerned about the wide gulf between the Church and the world of 

modern thought. Since, in his view, the conflict between Christianity and science is 

due to differences in language and mode of thought, he endeavours to interpret 

Christian dogmas in terms of modern psychology. He makes extensive use of the 

concepts of Jung and his school—particularly the idea of archetypal synthesis—as he 

analyses our present troubles and considers the application of the cure. This courageous 
approach should be studied by Christians and sceptics alike, even if the conclusions 

are necessarily tentative. (230) 


THE GOSPEL OF THE INCARNATION. George S. Hendry. S.C.M. 
Press, 158. 1959. 22 cm. 174 pages. References. Index. 
Professor Hendry of Princeton Theological Seminary, U.S.A., observes that the 
doctrine of the Incarnation has been neglected in churches of the Reformed tradition 
and submits that preoccupation with single doctrines leads to a distortion of the 
Christian Faith. He considers that we need to relate the historic life of Christ to other 
aspects of the Gospel since it is only in relation to the life of Christ, which was mis- 
construed in the early Christian centuries, that the doctrines of the Incarnation and 
the Atonement can be rightly understood. This is a scholarly work and its emphasis 
is most salutary. (232-1) 


THE CLOUD OF UNKNOWING. Introductory commentary and 
translation from the Early English by Ira Progoff. Rider, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 
208 pages. 

HAPPINESS WITH GOD. Dom Basil Whelan. Bloomsbury Publishing Co., 
12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 158 pages. 

THOUGHTS IN SOLITUDE. Thomas Merton. Burns & Oates, 10s.6d. 1958. 
1958. 22 cm. 102 pages. 

These three volumes deal in different ways with the quest for God. The first, well 

translated by Dr. Progoff, a psychologist of note in the U.S.A., was written 

anonymously by an English monk during the 14th century and is one of the classics 
of mystical literature. Its aim is to show that the acknowledgement of intellectual 
ignorance is the first step towards direct knowledge of the Absolute. The true 
contemplative must enter the ‘Cloud of Unknowing’ and out of it comes a new unity 
in which the separateness of individuality is absorbed in God. In his introductory 
commentary, Dr. Progoff considers the significance of mystical literature for psychol- 
ogy, summarises the text and comments on the central theme. Happiness with God is 

a sequel to the author’s Joy of Serving God written under the nom-de-plume Dom 

Basil Hemphill. Its purpose is to combat the idea that there is something inherently 

depressing about religion. He shows in a series of readable and helpful chapters based 

on biblical incidents that in the worship and service of God there is ‘an intoxicating 
source of joy’. Father Merton’s main thesis in a discerning collection of brief medita- 
tions is to defend man’s right to solitude and to show that freedom and responsibility 
demand interior solitude as well as personal integrity. Part I examines the different 
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aspects of the spiritual life and Part II expounds in some detail what is involved in the 
love of solitude. (242) 


THE SUNDAY SERMONS OF THE GREAT FATHERS. Vol. IL. 
From Pentecost to the Tenth Sunday after Pentecost. Translated from the Latin 
and Greek and edited by M. F. Toal. Longmans, 36s. (pocket edition 17s.6d.). 1959. 
22 cm. 392 pages. Index. 

The third volume of Dr. Toal’s work, which provides a selection of sermons delivered 

by the Church Fathers—Basil, Chrysostom, Cyril, Augustine, Ambrose, Irenaeus, 

Cyprian and others—covers the period from Pentecost to the Tenth Sunday after 

Pentecost. For each Sunday or Feast Day we have the Gospel of the Day with parallel 

passages where possible. These are followed by an exposition of the Gospel taken from 

the Catena Aurea of Thomas Aquinas, and then there appears a selection of sermons 
on the Gospel. This is a valuable storehouse of patristic exegesis and is beautifully 

produced. (252-01) 


THE LITURGICAL MOVEMENT AND THE LOCAL CHURCH. 
Alfred R. Shands. $.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 126 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The Liturgical Movement is concerned with a pattern of life expressive of the being 

of the Church. It is designed to promote a new understanding of worship, to provide 

scope for a lay ministry, to emphasise the importance of the home and to foster the 
spirit of self-sacrifice and service. The author, an American episcopalian minister, 
spent a year visiting centres where the movement has taken root—Iona, the Mission 
de France, the House-Church, Halton, Taizé—and in this interesting volume suggests 
how the aims of the movement can be applied to local congregations of widely 
different traditions. (264-03) 


THE FIRST SPIRITUAL WRITERS. F. Cayré. Translated from the 
French by Webster Wilson. RELIGIONS OF THE ANCIENT EAST. 
Etienne Drioton, Georges Contenau and J. Duchesne-Guillemin. Translated from 
the French by M. B. Loraine. Burns & Oates, 7s.6d. each. 1959. 19°5 cm. 128:166 
pages. Bibliography. (Faith and Fact Books) 

These two volumes manage to compress much important information into a small 

space and should serve as useful and fairly popular introductions to their subjects. 

The first gives a clear, if necessarily brief, account of the Fathers of the Church from 

apostolic times to the 7th century and attempts to characterise the personality and 

assess the contribution of each to the life of the Church. The second deals with the 
religion of ancient Egypt (with special reference to its history, worship and practices), 
the ancient religions of Western Asia, and Iranian religion with its relations to Israel, 


the Mithraic cult and Gnosticism. (270-2) (290) 


CHRISTIANITY IN A REVOLUTIONARY AGE. A History of 
Christianity in the Nineteenth and Twentieth Centuries. Vol. 1. THE 
NINETEENTH CENTURY IN EUROPE: Background and the 
Roman Catholic Phase. Kenneth Scott Latourette. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 63s. 
1959. 24 cm. $12 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The first of a projected five volumes on modern Christianity—the whole of it since 

1815, in all its aspects. So ambitious an undertaking makes one ask whether one man 

can execute such a project at any but the most superficial level. The fame and quality 

of this Yale Professor's seven-volume Expansion of Christianity reassure us. Not that 
he is impeccable. He has to rely on secondary authorities and much of what he says 
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is too ‘potted’ to help advanced students. The style sometimes grates on the ear and 
there are many hints of a rather mechanical method of production; but this is never- 
theless a fine achievement, nicely blending scholarship with popularity, and honest 
and charitable enough to appeal to readers of all religious persuasions. The bibliog- 
raphy is admirable. (270-8) 


MAHAYANA BUDDHISM. Beatrice Lane Suzuki. Introduction by 
Professor D. T. Suzuki. 3rd edition. Allen & Unwin, 13s.6d. 1959. 18-5 cm. 
186 pages. Bibliography. 

This competent work, originally published before the war, is an authoritative 

exposition of the main doctrines of the Mahayana Buddhism of the Far East as 

distinct from the Buddhism of Burma and Ceylon. The author—now deceased— 
deals with the relations of Hinayana and Mahayana Buddhism and the proceeds to 
give a fairly clear account of the Mahayana teaching on causation, karma, non-ego, 
nirvana, and salvation. Other chapters include an account of Mahayana in practice 
and an outline of some Mahayana Scriptures with selected passages. 29432) 


THE UPANISHADS. Vol. IV. Taittiriya and Chhandogya. Swami 
Nikhilananda. Translated from the Sanskrit with detailed Introductions and with 
Notes and Explanations based on the Commentary of $ri Sankarachirya, the great 
Eighth-century Philosopher and Saint of India. Phoenix House, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 
424 pages. 

This is the fourth and final volume of Swami Nikhilananda’s series of translations of 

the principal Upanishads. The Swami and his Ramakrishna Centre in New York are 

well known for their work in the interpretation of India and Indian thought to 

Americans. The translated text is supported in this series by notes and a commentary 

based on that of the sage Sankaracharya. Since the Upanishads contain in themselves 

the root of most Indian religions and philosophical thought, the doctrine of the 
universal and all-pervading Brahman and its identity with the human Self or Soul, 
leading to the pregnant conclusion “Thou too art that’, this book should take its place 
on the shelves of serious students. Laymen are unlikely to find their way to it.

THE SOCIAL ORDER OF TOMORROW. State and Society in the 
Atomic Age. Otto von Habsburg. Translated from the German by Ivo Jarosy. 
Oswald Wolff, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 158 pages. 

The distinguished author of this book is head of the House of Habsburg, a graduate 

in social and political science of the University of Louvain, President of the European 

Centre of Information and Documentation and a frequent contributor to political 

journals. The lectures on which the volume was based were delivered in 1956 at the 

Leo XIII Institute for Social and Political Research, and in them the Archduke Otto 

tried to outline a policy which would use to full advantage for world peace and 

prosperity the new epoch-making developments in science and technology. The 

original German edition aroused considerable interest and discussion. (300)

A SURVEY OF SOCIAL CONDITIONS IN ENGLAND AND 
WALES AS ILLUSTRATED BY STATISTICS. A. M. Carr- 
Saunders, D. Caradog Jones and C. A. Moser. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1958. 
225 cm. 324 pages. References. Index. 

Sir Alexander Carr-Saunders, until recently the Director of the London School of 
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Economics, first produced this work with Mr. Caradog Jones in 1927 under the title 
A Survey of the Social Structure of England and Wales. Its importance to sociologists 
was immediately recognised, and this new version, fully revised and brought up to 
date, is likely to be in even greater demand. Including in its scope such varied topics 
as housing, education, the occupational distribution of the population, social security, 
nutrition, health, leisure activities, religion and crime, it is unsurpassed as a factual 
description of the main features of British social life. (309-142) 


REVEILLE FOR A PERSIAN VILLAGE. Najmeh Najafi with Helen 
Hinckley. Gollancz, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 284 pages. illustrations by Massud. 
From the aspirations revealed in her previous book, Persia Is My Heart, the author 
turns to the practical application, in Persia, of her studies in the United States. With 
the help of American and Iranian agencies, but mostly by her own courage and 
inspiration, she improved the conditions of the village of her choice, overcoming the 
traditional prejudices. Her simple, at times naive, narrative shows deep religious 
feeling and poetic sensitiveness; it is a model for students privileged to study overseas 
and an encouragement to those who help them. (30920955) 


ELEMENTS OF VITAL STATISTICS. B. Benjamin. Allen & Unwin, 
56s. 1959. 24 cm. 352 pages. Diagrams. References. Index. 
This volume inherits the title of Sir Arthur Newsholme’s early work, otherwise it 
can be regarded as a new textbook for those concerned with the measurement of 
the health and growth of communities, especially for medical officers of health. The 
author fully examines aims, principles and requirements in the compilation of vital 
statistics and elucidates these by frequent examples from published sources, such as 
the England and Wales 1951 Census and the United States Census of 1950, and many 
other official British reports.

The leader of the British Liberal Party sets out in this compact little volume the 
general tenets of liberalism, considered not so much as a matter of Party politics as of 
a philosophy of life. His sketch of an ideal Liberal society as it affects the individual 
and his government gives a good idea of Liberal political principles and theory and of 
the Liberal approach to economics, co-ownership, the social services and education. 
While in no way offering an election manifesto, he gives in a convenient appendix a 
summary of Liberal aims for the not far distant future. (320-1) 


DEMOCRACY IN FRANCE. The Third and Fourth Republics. David 
Thomson. 3rd edition. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute o {International

Recent events in France have reawakened interest in the general background of 

French politics, and this new edition of a reliable work first published in 1946 comes 

at an opportune time. Dr. Thomson, who is Master of Sidney Sussex College, 

Cambridge, describes the working of democratic ideals and institutions in France 
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since 1870, and discusses how far these have met the challenge of modern civilisation. 
For the convenience of the student he gives a full appendix of constitutional laws 
from 1871 to 1946, an appendix of party programmes and another setting out the 
Franco-German Armistice Convention of 1940.

Professor Catlin continues in his latest book the arguments for a close union of the 
United States and the British Commonwealth which he has previously put forward 
in The Anglo-Saxon Tradition (1939) and in One Anglo-American Nation (1941).

Not the least of the results of the First and Second World Wars has been the decline 
of the monarchy in Europe. In this brightly and humorously written book Mr. 
Bocca, author of the best-seller She Might Have Been Queen, describes the subsequent 
activities of the deposed rulers and their common determination to return to their 
thrones. This leads him to discuss the value of the monarchy in general, the reasons 
for its decline, and the chances of its survival in those countries where it is still 
accepted by the majority of the people as an essential part of the constitution.

The four main aspects of the problem discussed are 
the geographical framework, the economic growth, the human element and arma- 
ments. In an appendix is set out as a table the military strength of the region in 1955.

constitutional provisions had all to be worked out in practice, while not the least of 
the adjustments which have been successfully made is that of the relationship between 
the Republic of Ireland and the British Commonwealth of Nations.

Students of economics are already greatly indebted to Economic Analysis and otlier 
writings of Professor Boulding, who is Professor of Economics in the University of 
Michigan. This new work, based on his The Economics of Peace (1945), will be 
welcomed for its clear, direct approach to the principles of economic progress, 
stability, justice and freedom, and for its theoretical discussion concerning the extent 
to which those principles can be realised in fiscal, monetary and financial policy, 
government and business enterprise, agricultural and labour policy and other branches 
of economic activity. It ends with thoughts on the utopian ideal in economic society.

ECONOMIC SURVEYS IN UNDER-DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. 
A Study in Methodology. P. K. Mukherjee. Asia Publishing House, 34s. 1959. 
225 cm. 280 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Mukherjee, who is head of the Agricultural Economics Section of the Delhi 
School of Economics, University of Delhi, calls for greater use of imagination in the 
carrying out of rural surveys, particularly those of a statistical nature, and the 
avoidance of purely mechanical collection and analysis of data which fail to show the 
true course of events in underdeveloped countries. Writing from long experience as 
a statistician, he gives practical advice on the measurement of unemployment, farm 
wages, rural income, farm costs, marketing and prices, and on the design and 
execution of sample surveys and the methods of analysis. (330°9) 


AN ECONOMIC GEOGRAPHY OF EAST PAKISTAN. Nafis Ahmad. 
Oxford University Press, 50s. 1958. 25 cm. 376 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography.

Over half of the population of Pakistan lives in East Pakistan (the former East Bengal), 

one of the most productive agricultural areas in the world. The economic conditions 

of the region, dependent very largely upon natural characteristics, are fully explained 
in this well produced volume, with its wealth of maps and statistics. Beginning with 

a description of the physical geography, geology and climate of the province, the 

book goes on to a more detailed discussion of its economic geography and its past 

and present industrial situation, providing data of considerable value both to the 
geographer and to the student of applied economics.

YOUTH IN A TECHNICAL AGE. A Study of Day Release. Dorothy 
Silberston. Max Parrish, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 228 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The product of a year’s research fellowship at the University of Leeds, this work 
discusses problems relating to part-time education. Mrs. Silberston’s comments on 
the inadequacy of the British day-release educational system draw attention to a 
problem which no doubt exists in other countries. The writer emphasises the need 
for co-operation between employers at all levels and educational authorities. She is 
mainly concerned with school-leavers and apprentices between the ages of 15 and 18 
who frequently are not given the opportunity of part-time education but who could 
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clearly benefit from it. This thesis should prove of considerable interest to industrialists 
as well as educationists, and to officials in the relevant government departments.

His thoughtful 
little book examines the development and present position of the unions and discusses 
the changing attitudes to them on the part of members and the general community. 
In conclusion he suggests a new policy which might help to meet the present difficult 
situation.

It would be difficult to find a more lucid little work on a difficult subject than this, 

by a former Solicitor of the Supreme Court of New Zealand who was for some years 

a contributor to a London financial weekly. In twenty-one brief chapters it covers 

the whole range of monetary history and theory, including the quantity theory, bills 

of exchange, bank notes, credit money, international money, post-war exchange 
control and similar topics which are usually discussed only in full-scale textbooks.

Agrarian reform is generally recognised as the most successful part of the 
‘democratisation’ of post-1945 Japan. Its essential feature is the abolition of absentee 
landlordism and the consequent division of land into small farms directly owned by 
the families tilling them. Mr. Dore examines the effect of this on Japanese rural life. 
He approaches the subject as an economist and sociologist trained at the London 
School of Economics. To his scientific equipment, he adds a thorough knowledge of 
the Japanese language, an adventurousness and a youthful, friendly charm which 
enabled him to enter into Japanese village life in a way that few foreigners have ever 
done. An outstanding contribution to social science, as instructive to the East as to

THE BOARD OF TRADE AND THE FREE-TRADE MOVEMENT, 
1830-1842.

the official history of the Board of Trade in the last war, and this led her to this further 

study of the influence of civil servants in the making of economic policy. In this 
scholarly work, based on manuscript and other original sources, she adds much to 
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what is already known of one of the most significant developments in British 
economic history, describing in detail the widespread controversies on free trade and 
protection and the large-scale tariff reductions which accompanied them. (337)

Continuing his series of surveys, based on his articles in The Statesman (Calcutta and 
Delhi), of which he is assistant editor, Mr. Rao now offers the ones relating to the 
cotton textile, jute, tea and sugar industries, fruit and vegetable preservation, the 
paper, cement, ceramics and glass industries, shipbuilding, shipping and the film 
industry. As in Volume I, which was well received, details are given of the general 
organisation of the industries and of costs of production, state assistance, demand 
and other economic factors. The numerous statistical tables have been brought as 
closely up to date as possible.

THE LAW AND CUSTOM OF THE SEA. H. A. Smith. 3rd edition.

Published under the auspices of the London Institute of World Affairs, this work 
(first issued in 1947) by the Professor Emeritus of International Law in the University 
of London has been brought up to date in view of developments since the second 
edition (1950). Important changes in the law have been incorporated. The work 
remains in two parts: the first, dealing with the law of peace, is in four chapters, on 
divisions of the sea, internal waters, territorial waters and the high seas; part two, 
on war, is in thirteen chapters, covering all aspects of warfare, ships, blockade, 
neutrality, aircraft, the responsibility of the individual and the Declaration of London, 
1909. An appendix gives the texts of the Conventions presented to the United Nations

THE DICTIONARY OF ENGLISH LAW. General Editor, the late Earl 
Jowitt. Editor, Clifford Walsh. 2 vols. Sweet & Maxwell, 168s. 1959. 25°5 cm.

This book, under the general editorship of a former Lord High Chancellor, attempts 

to give a definition, and where necessary an explanation, of every legal term, old and 

new. The foundation is Byrne’s Law Dictionary (1923), amalgamated with Wharton’s 

Law Lexicon, last published in 1937, together with material from other dictionaries 

and books. The information under each heading has been arranged in a similar order: 

firstly the etymology or translation, followed by a definition and references to 
writers of authority; next, an historical outline of the subject, then its modern 
application with the relevant statutory and case references. Finally, references to 
modern textbooks are given. This is an outstanding work of reference which should 
be in every law library.

This new work is a companion to the author’s well-established textbooks, Introduction 
to Equity and The Law of Trusts, and follows the general arrangement of those two 
volumes. It extends over a wide field of English equity; the first part is on the general 
principles of equity, while part two deals with trusts. Reports of 93 cases are included. 
The explanatory matter has deliberately been kept to a minimum. The author is 
Professor of English Law in the University of London.

Professor Milne, who is Professor of Political Science and Public Administration at 
Victoria University College, has edited for this volume the six papers delivered at 
the 1957 Convention of the New Zealand Institute of Public Administration, with 
summaries of the discussion. The general theme is the problem of administering the 
various state services in such a way that, even where individual administrators have 
to be empowered to make decisions, the ordinary citizen can be confident that this 
is done with due discretion. The arguments are not confined to New Zealand, but 
deserve the attention of all who value personal liberty.

THE SPIRIT OF BRITISH ADMINISTRATION AND SOME

Mr. Sisson writes not as a political scientist making an academic study of the British 

constitution but as a civil servant of twenty years’ standing who has given intelligent 

thought to the purpose and methods of public administration. His book is the outcome 
of his recent tenure of the Simon Senior Research Fellowship, which enabled him to 
make a comparative study of administrative procedures in France, Germany and 
other European countries and relate them to his own experiences. It is lightly written, 
with an originality of approach which will help the student to assess the virtues of 
democratic as against bureaucratic control.

The problems of town government as complicated by party politics and by local 
trade, religious and social aims and prejudices have seldom been so systematically 
displayed as in this survey sponsored by the Department of Government in the 
University of Manchester. Dr. Birch, Senior Lecturer in Government, with his 
colleagues acquired first-hand information on general conditions and political 
opinions in Glossop. His summary of the findings gives a clear idea of all aspects of 
local government in this fairly typical small industrial town, and of the conflicting 
loyalties which should be borne in mind in any attempt to change the governmental 
structure.

Since 1952, when this successful book was first published, revised regulations have

particulars up to date. The book is one of the most useful of those available for social 
science students, covering as it does, in full detail, the State welfare services and the 
social services for children, young people, the aged, the handicapped and members 
of settlements and community centres.

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REPORT OF THE MATERNITY SERVICES COMMITTEE. 
Ministry of Health. H.M. Stationery Offie, 6s.6d. 1959. 24°5 cm. 132 pages. Index. 
Paper covers. 

The Committee, of which Lord Cranbrook was Chairman, was appointed to review 

the present organisation and content of the maternity services in England and Wales, 

and to make recommendations. In their report they trace the history of such services 
and set forth the salient features of maternity services in certain other countries. They 
are concerned with two main problems. One is the place of confinement, whether 
at home or in hospital, and upon which authority the onus of this decision should 
rest; the second is the effect on maternal welfare of the division of responsibility 
between hospital authorities, general practitioners and local health authorities. The 
report also contains an account of the work of midwives, recommendations, and 
much other information of interest to those responsible for the development and 
organisation of maternity services in other countries. (362-15) 


THE SHOOK-UP GENERATION. Harrison E. Salisbury. Michael Joseph, 
18s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 224 pages. Index. 

It will surprise many readers to learn that Amsterdam, Budapest, Warsaw and other 
towns have teenage problems as difficult as those of New York. Mr. Salisbury, author 
of America in Russia and other works, has closely observed the behaviour and social 
backgrounds of many juvenile delinquents while travelling abroad as foreign 
correspondent of the New York Times, and has supplemented his knowledge by 
conversations with teachers, social workers and others. The factual, conversational 
account which he gives of conditions in both America and Europe shows the 
magnitude of the problem, and the nature of the attempts being made to solve it.

Dr. McIntosh (Director of Education for Fifeshire) admits that his researches have 

raised more problems than they have solved. However, besides the intrinsic value 

of his formulae, his discussion of such questions as the characteristics of mental ability 
and the nature of secondary education should prove of considerable interest to 

educationists generally.

researches have been thorough and assiduous and the result is an ample, very readable, 

history which preserves an attitude of critical detachment not always attained on such 
occasions. The presentation is good, and the book is well illustrated. Produced to 
celebrate the Centenary of Wellington College, this work will appeal not only to 

Wellingtonians past and present, but to all who are interested in the operations of the

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL IN THE NEW AGE. George Snow. Bles, 
12s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 142 pages. 
The English Public School is, no doubt, ‘a unique institution in the whole educational 
world’, as Mr. Snow (himself a Public School Headmaster) claims. Many attempts 
have been made to reproduce it in other countries—or to prove that it is a relic of 
upper-class privilege unsuited to the modern world. Mr. Snow gives us the facts, 
and tells us what are the so-called Public Schools, who goes to them, what kind of 
men teach in them, what work is done, what is the present attitude to moral and 
social discipline, how the schools are financed, and what seems to be their future. 
He explains how the Public Schools today, while maintaining valuable traditions, 
are very different from what they were. This is not only an excellent book for those 
who believe that this type of education is worth imitating, but it is also a clear and 
concise presentation of matcrial for the student of comparative education. (373°42) 


OFFSPRING OF THE VIC. A History of Morley College. Denis Richards.

Sir Harold Nicolson, President of Morley College, writes in his introduction to this 

history of the college by its Principal that it exemplifies ‘the tangled, planless and 

almost formless growth and spread of adult education in the second half of the roth 
century’. In 1880 Miss Emma Cons reopened as a music-hall the South London 
theatre which is now known as the Old Vic, to offer decent entertainment to the 
inhabitants of a poor and drab neighbourhood. Because entertainment on six evenings 
of the week proved unprofitable, lectures were introduced. From this humble 
beginning there arose, with the help of the philanthropist, Samuel Morley, a college 
for working men and women where nearly three thousand students now enrol 
annually. The college, moreover, has retained its own marked individuality among 
adult education institutions.

MUSIC IN ENGLISH EDUCATION. Grammar School, University and 
Conservatoire. Noel Long. Faber, 21s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 176 pages. Bibliography. 
This is a stimulating, factual survey, which ranges thoughtfully and widely over its 
three categories. Mr. Long, who is now Director of Music in King’s College School, 
Wimbledon, London, discusses various methods and aims of instruction based on a 
selective blend of theory, history and performance, in order to give music a more 
realistic place in curricula. He is aware of the difficulties, but also sees the great 
possibilities that musical instruction offers both to the gifted and the less gifted. 
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Music teachers of many kinds should welcome this book as a means of widening 
their horizons and learning what others have done and are trying todo. —_ (37578)

This is a book which economists and students of international affairs will welcome 

with relief. There has previously been available no statistical analysis of world trade 

showing long-term trends. Mr. Lamartine Yates now provides a detailed analysis of 
the whole world trade in 1913 and in 1953, and of changes in between, as represented 
by about fifty commodities, grouping his tables under world trade, primary products 
and manufactures, food, agricultural raw materials, minerals and metals, and 
countries. His previous work on world commodity markets and experience with the 
Food and Agriculture Organisation of the United Nations promote confidence in the 
reliability of his data.

HANDBOOK OF ENGLISH COSTUME IN THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY. C. Willett and Phillis Cunnington. Faber, 84s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 
606 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Phillis Cunnington and Cecil Everitt. 
Sources of quotations and illustrations. Index. 

The plan of this, the last of five volumes on English costume during A.D. 900-1900, 

is the same as in the previous volume on 18th century costume: men’s and women’s 

dress being separately analysed decade by decade with notes on each article of clothing, 
the accessories worn with it, hair-dressing styles, and details of fashionable colours 
and materials. Frequent quotations from contemporary newspapers, diaries, trade 
magazines, novels and letters make lively reading; they serve not only as documenta- 
tion but afford glimpses into the social conditions of the period. Men’s dress occupies 
rather more than half the book, since their clothes were constantly evolving towards 
new and more functional forms, whereas women’s developed, mainly for sociological 
reasons, as a series of revivals of past modes. Here, once again, we have a model 
reference book, well and clearly illustrated, accurate, simple to use, and enjoyable to 
browse in.

TRANSLATION FROM GERMAN FOR CHEMISTS. H. H. Neville 
and W. E. Yuill. Blackie, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 152 pages. 
The book embodies a synthesis of the approaches of the two authors, one of whom 
has been trained in languages and the other in chemistry. It therefore shows a clear 
understanding of the needs of chemists in dealing with the German literature and is 
correspondingly unambitious in its objective. It aims to tell them how to ‘english 
German chemical matter’. Its examples and texts for translation are all wisely 
restricted to language encountered by the chemist. It assumes no previous knowledge 
of German and presents ‘those features of the language necessary for an intelligent use 
of the dictionary’.

THE YEAR BOOK OF THE ROYAL SOCIETY OF LONDON 
1959. The Royal Society, 21s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 288 pages. Index. 
As usual a large part of the year book is taken up by statutes and standing orders, the 
list of Fellows, membership of Committees, and a description of the Research Funds 
administered by the Society. The most interesting part covers the Report of the 
Council for the year ended September 1958, and the detailed reports on researches 
carried out with the aid of the Research Funds. The report contains a description of 
the work sponsored by the Society in connection with the International Geophysical 
Year and there are some interesting notes on exchange visits with Russian scientists.

ANCILLARY MATHEMATICS. H. S. W. Massey and H. Kestelman. 
Pitman, 75s. 1959. 22 cm. 1,006 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Intended for first year students in physics and based on lists of topics drawn up by 
the Boards of Studies in Physics and Chemistry in the University of London, this 
book presupposes a knowledge of pure mathematics to G.C.E. (Advanced level) but 
assumes no previous knowledge of applied mathematics. Special emphasis is given 
to analysis and function theory to prepare the student for later work on quantum 
theory and wave mechanics. Where the fact is not obvious, the authors are careful to 
indicate the physical usefulness of the more recondite branches of mathematics that 
are treated. There are numerous worked examples and exercises with answers. (510) 


TAUBERIAN THEOREMS. H. R. Pitt. Oxford University Press for the 
Tata Institute of Fundamental Research (Bombay), 37s.6d. 1959. 24°5 cm. 184 pages. 
Bibliography. (Tata Institute of Fundamental Research Monographs on Mathematics 
and Physics) 

Tauberian theory has its origin in Tauber’s converse of Abel’s theorem on power 

series, but it was systematically developed by Hardy and Littlewood, about 1910-1920, 

and then extended and generalised by Wiener, who linked it more closely with 

integral transforms. Professor Pitt has been outstanding among those who have 
developed the theory in recent years. The essential lines are lucidly and concisely 
expounded here, in sections on the Hardy-Littlewood theory, Wiener’s theory, 

Mercerian theorems, and the prime number theorem. The well-trained young analyst 

looking for a field of work should find this book suggestive and stimulating.

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FINITE DIFFERENCE EQUATIONS. H. Levy and F. Lessman.

This textbook provides a useful systematic account of the methods of solution of 
difference equations. The earlier chapters on the elementary difference operations, 
interpolation and extrapolation cover familiar ground, but the chapter on non-linear 
equations and much of the chapter on linear equations with variable coefficients 
break new ground. Treatment is mainly confined to the real variable. There are 
numerous examples with solutions. (517°6)

AN OUTLINE OF PHOTOGRAMMETRY. K. Schwidefsky. Translated 
from the German by John Fosberry. Pitman, 60s. 1959. 23°5 cm. 336 pages.

An English translation of the sth edition (1954) of Schwidefsky’s Grundriss der 
Photogrammetric, first published in 1936 under the title Einfuhrung in die Luft-und 
Erdbildmessung. A concise exposition of fundamentals, methods, instruments, and 
results of photogrammetry, it has an eight-page bibliography and numerous 
references in the text to sources of information. There is a natural but not exclusive 
emphasis on German instruments. Though the translation is fluent and generally 
very readable, there are moments of perplexity and hesitation when reading, caused 
by the use of the wrong English word.

This is the first edition of The Astronomical Ephemeris which replaces without loss of 
continuity the British Nautical Almanac and the corresponding United States 
publication. The volume was prepared jointly by H.M. Nautical Almanac Office and 
the Nautical Almanac Office of the United States Naval Observatory. An Explanatory 
Supplement is to be published by H.M. Stationery Office later in the year. The 
principal changes from previous volumes have been made to conform to recommenda- 
tions of the Paris conference on Astronomical Constants in 1950 and resolutions of

THE PRINCIPLES OF ELECTROPHORESIS. René Audubert and 
Serge de Mende. Translated from the French by A. J. Pomerans. Hutchinson, 25s.

A concise account of the principles underlying electrophoretic techniques, of the 
various techniques which have been developed to deal with a wide variety of 
problems, and of a variety of applications. The authors have both made contributions 
to the technique and the late René Audubert in particular was a distinguished physical 
chemist specialising in electrochemistry. The date of the French original is not given 
and the most recent of the references collected at the end of chapters are from 1954. 
No attempt appears to have been made to bring the book fully up to date. The 
volume should be useful to all those requiring an introduction to the techniques and 
their applications, especially to biochemists, chemists, and analysts. (537°21) 
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PROGRESS IN DIELECTRICS. Vol. 1. Edited by J. B. Birks and

These annual volumes will each consist of about eight critical reviews of the present 

state of knowledge in selected aspects of dielectric phenomena and they will provide 

a focal point of interest for all those working in this field. The present book covers 

dielectric breakdown in solid insulation, directional breakdown effects in crystals, 

the electric strength and high-field conductivity of dielectric liquids, gaseous di- 

electrics, ferroelectricity of barium titanate single crystals, non-oxide ceramics, and 

electrophoretic deposition of insulating materials. Each review is written by a different 
author from either Britain or the U.S!A. and contains a lengthy bibliography. The 
editors are attached, respectively, to Manchester University and to the U.S. Naval 

Research Laboratory. A first-rate book of high standard, indispensable to all classes of 

workers in dielectrics and bringing the aspects referred to right up to date.

The “Khami ruins” are an extensive and well-preserved prehistoric settlement close 

to Bulawayo. They have long been known and often described, but this is by far 

the most detailed and authoritative scientific account of them yet published. Written 

by a professional archaeologist, and designed primarily for scholars in the same field, 

the book consists largely of elaborate reports on recent excavations. The lay reader, 

however, will find the opening and final chapters, and especially the incidental 
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comparisons with Zimbabwe, both readily intelligible and a useful introduction to 
the story of pre-European Rhodesia. The work is very well produced, and in 
addition to many clear drawings and maps contains some excellent photographs.

AN ANTHROPOLOGIST AT WORK. Writings of Ruth Benedict.

Ruth Benedict was pupil and assistant to that great anthropologist Franz Boas, and 
herself made considerable contributions to the methodology of the subject, working 
among the tribes of N. American Indians, her writings on the Zufii being particularly 
important. Margaret Mead, another eminent anthropologist, was her pupil and 
friend and in this book presents a tribute to the memory of her teacher. It consists of 
a collection of Ruth Benedict’s articles and extracts from her books to illustrate her 
intellectual progress, each group being preceded by a biographical chapter covering 
that portion of her life. In addition there are extracts from her diaries and from her 
unpublished poems and essays, all showing a remarkably sensitive woman struggling 
to understand her own personality and her relationship with the outside world. (572)

CIBA FOUNDATION SYMPOSIUM ON THE BIOSYNTHESIS 
OF TERPENES AND STEROLS. Editors for the Ciba Foundation: 
G. E. W. Wolstenholme and Maeve O’Connor. Churchill, 45s. 1959. 21 cm. 
324 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 
This symposium, dealing with a topic of great current interest, was attended by 
thirty-seven of the foremost workers in this field from seven countries. Seventeen 
papers cover a wide range of topics, the role of mevalonic acid in the biosynthesis 
of steroids and terpenes being perhaps the central theme. Apart from mevalonic 
acid and its role, the biosynthesis of a variety of groups of chemical compounds is 
dealt with in turn, while other papers concentrate on biosyntheses in different forms 
of life—moulds, fungi, micro-organisms, and higher plants. The standard of papers 
is very high and much credit must go to the editors for ensuring a high standard of 
presentation, especially of the discussion, which is often very interesting. The papers 
are fully documented. The book will be found very valuable by all interested in this 
field.

Harvey’s treatise on local movement of animals with particular reference to muscle 

movement was promised in De Motu Cordis but, as far as is known, it did not appear 

in a final literary form. Mrs. Whitteridge, Archivist to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 
where Harvey served as Physician from 1609 to 1629, has translated and edited the 
text which was discovered in the mid-nineteenth century in the British Museum 
but which has never before been transcribed. Harvey’s notes contain no great 
discovery, but in his study of the physiology of movement he was more handicapped 
by lack of microscopical and chemical data than in his work on the circulation. This 
skilful transcription and translation will earn Mrs. Whitteridge the gratitude of 
students of Harvey throughout the world. (sor-1)

The Endocrinologist, Plymouth Laboratory, Marine Biological Association of the 

United Kingdom, and the Head of the Biology Department, Marlborough College, 

write in this survey of the work in which each has specialised with its implications, 

for an understanding of neurosecretory processes. The authors have selected for dis- 
cussion—reviewing the literature and presenting their own views—the neuro- 
secretory system of the head and thorax; colour change; the pericardial organs and 
heart beat; growth, moulting, development and metabolism; and sex. Finally, they 
adumbrate the trends which future research may follow. (595°3)

The author of this new work in the series is already known as co-author of The 

Observer's Book of Common British Insects and Spiders. These small volumes are intended 

for field identification by the amateur naturalist who cannot afford the rare and 

highly expensive works of Joy and Fowler. After a general introduction, the Order 

Coleoptera (here including the Strepsiptera) is dealt with systematically. There are 

descriptions of the commoner species in each family, and some habitat information 

(sometimes somewhat erroneous at secondhand). The most helpful feature of the book 

is its abundance of pictures since one must learn to know beetle families and genera 

‘by the looks on their faces’. Unfortunately, however, the details have often been 

lost, especially in the monochrome plates.

Being the substance of a course of lectures 
delivered at the Manchester College of Science and Technology. Laurence H. A.

A survey, in condensed form, of British patent practice and of the procedures to be 

followed by engineers desirous of securing invention protection. It ranges from the 

initial filing of a provisional application to the final granting of Letters Patent, covering 
all the essential features and activities that are called into play in the process. There are 
chapters relating to various aspects of patent law, preparation and forms of patent 
specifications, collaboration between inventor and patent agent, registered designs 
and trade marks, and on some historic patents. There is only a short reference to 
foreign patents, those obtained as ‘Convention’ patents. A most useful book for 
engineering inventors. Its authors are, respectively, a chartered electrical engineer 
and a barrister-at-law.

A HISTORY OF WESTERN TECHNOLOGY. Friedrich Klemm.

The great difficulty in compiling a history of technology is that inventors are rarely 

literary people and manufacturers are not prone to explain their methods to all and

Dr. Klemm is librarian of the world-renowned Deutsches Museum 
of Munich and has been able to use his exceptionally wide knowledge of the sources 
to assemble a selection of extracts from contemporary texts which is not even 
approached in any other work in English. In comparatively few, but well-chosen, 
words he provides the narrative thread which knits them into a unity. The translation, 
a good one, is the work of a well-known scientific historian, who has substituted 
published English versions where they exist. (609)

THE REWARDS OF MEDICINE and Other Essays. Hugh Barber. 
H. K. Lewis, 15s. 1959. 22*5 cm. 146 pages. Index. 

Written by a former physician to Derbyshire Royal Infirmary, these essays have for 
the most part been published in either The Practitioner or Guy's Hospital Gazette. The 
range of subjects is wide, including the cult of positive health, psychosomatic diseases, 
and favourite prescriptions in general practice. Other essays cover medicine in 
literature, a plea for the inclusion of medical history in the medical curriculum, and, 
a more unusual subject, the value of good fiction to the medical man. Dr. Barber 
has provided for the medical student a book which should given him an insight into 
the life which lies before him.

For physicians, 
psychiatrists, neurologists and neurosurgeons, he gives concise accounts of the 
structure of the components of the nervous system and its effectors, surveys advances 
in neurophysiology and indicates their application to problems of pathology, diagnosis 
and treatment. Appended to the text is a list including approximately 500 references 
to key papers, cach of which gives a comprehensive bibliography; this will un- 
doubtedly commend the monograph to research workers.

adopted an hypothesis which enabled him to rationalise the physiological results of 
electrical stimulation of the cortex of conscious patients. Some of these investigations, 
undertaken with the co-operation of such colleagues as Jasper, Rasmussen and 
Kristiansen, are recorded for specialists in this Sherrington Lecture. (612-825) 


RECENT STUDIES IN EPIDEMIOLOGY. Edited by J. Pemberton 
and H. Willard.

These papers were presented at the Study Group on Current Epidemiological Research 

organised by the International Corresponding Club (Preventive and Social Medicine) 

at Noordwijk aan Zee, Holland, in 1957. The authors, well known in their specialties, 
were fifty-cight medical research workers from twenty countries whose aim was to 
collect information about epidemiological methods in use throughout the world. 

Divided into six parts, their studies deal with the value of existing records in 

investigating disease incidence and causation, the ad hoc field survey—getting your 

own data, methods in less developed areas, epidemiology applied to mental illness, 
the evaluation of health needs and services, and epidemiology in general practice. 

A paper on methods and results of evaluating means of health education in a rural 

area and a discussion on teaching preventive and social medicine to medical under- 

graduates are included.

therapists and remedial gymnasts and as a textbook for those still in training. There 
is a short explanatory text, but the book mainly consists of instructions for free 
exercises, arranged in a scheme of progression, according to strength and mobility. 

The main part is concerned with progressive exercises for cach part of the body, then 

specific exercise therapy in various surgical and orthopaedic conditions is fully dealt 

with, and finally there are details of exercises to music, and circuit training. The 

instructions are easy to follow.

The Professor of Bacteriology and Preventive Medicine in Dublin University is 

responsible for the present extensive and successful revision of this popular handbook.

of bacteria as causative agents of disease in man. Its concise presentation of facts 
commends it also to practitioners and postgraduate students. Among the most 
drastically revised subjects are chemotherapy, disinfection, antigens and antibodies 
and antigen-antibody reactions, hypersensitivity, the classification of bacteria, 
streptococci and coliform bacteria, and the chapters on viruses. The merits of the 
lucid text are enhanced by the book’s attractive production.

out clearly normal and abnormal values and assesses the reliability of tests. It includes 
only investigations which the authors themselves have found satisfactory (even if 
these are not the most up to date) and which, not too complex, can be undertaken in 
the standard pathological laboratory.

seizures. Volume Two is divided into three sections: the first includes papers on the 
evolution and dissolution of the nervous system, the second his work on affections of 
speech, and the third contains a selection of important papers and lectures on general 
neurological subjects. The volume ends with a complete list of all Hughlings 
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Jackson’s extant writings. This classic of neurology will be a stimulus to the present 
generation of neurologists and to students of the subject.

Treatment, very thoroughly covered, includes 
orthopaedic principles and techniques to remedy deformity, and the care of the feet.

His richly varied career and independent outlook enable him to examine, 
in a manner equally absorbing for the layman, such fundamental questions as the 
use of experience, the importance of leisure, the human heritage, experimentation 
and judgment; to advance ideas for improving the graded structure of surgery as a 
nationalised industry; and to conclude with a strangely reassuring chapter on death.

patients. Clear and practical, the guide describes the mechanics of joints and discusses 
for the most part those conditions with which the non-specialist deals, their aetiology, 
pathological changes, physical signs and treatment. There are also chapters on the 
general principles of the treatment of injuries, on the care of children’s feet, physio- 
therapy, and appliances, splints and plaster casts. (617°3)

does not deal in detail with the theoretical background, but lists and describes equip- 
ment and the most important agents with their properties and actions, discusses 
general and special techniques, machines used for controlling respiration, and special 
problems such as those of childhood and old age. Text and references have been 
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revised, and S. de C. Barclay, Surgeon to Grey Hospital, New Zealand, contributes 
a new chapter on local analgesia.

hiatus hernia and heartburn. Among the abundant new material are sections on 
afibrinogenaemia as a cause of haemorrhage, C. Warrick’s technique for X-ray 
placentography and E. Barnett’s for radiopelvimetry, and discussions on the 
recognition of foetal haemorrhage, treatment of anuria, and recent research on 
pulmonary syndrome of the newborn. The book is practical and the subject well 
presented in a direct style, and most usefully documented. (618-2) 


NEO-NATAL PAEDIATRICS. Edited by W. R. F. Collis. Heinemann, 30s.

This textbook, by twenty-seven contributors, is mainly concerned with neo-natal 
units in Ireland, for the most part those in Dublin, in which city infants up to six 
weeks of age are cared for in units attached to the three maternity hospitals. The 
editor, Director of the Department of Paediatrics, Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, has 
assembled a work of interest to undergraduates, and very useful to postgraduate 
students, which gives practical information about routine care of the healthy infant, 
symptoms, diagnosis and treatment in medical conditions, and describes techniques 
employed in the surgery of the newborn. There are also chapters by R. A. McCance 
and E. M. Widdowson on renal function and by J. H. Peel on prognosis and manage- 
ment of the baby of the diabetic mother. (618-9201)

This collection of fine photographs of outstanding examples of numismatic art is 
also a portrait gallery of gods, kings and princes through the ages beginning with 
the Apollos and Hermes of Greek religion, continuing with the Hellenistic tyrants, 
the Roman and Byzantine emperors, and a somewhat inadequate representation of 
the medieval period, and finishing with Renaissance patrons of learning and members 
of the ruling Bourbon and Hapsburg houses immortalised in the most brilliant 
period of the medal between 1439 and 1550. The distinction between real and 
symbolical likenesses is discussed in the useful introduction by the Director of the 
Cabinet des Medailles, Bibliothéque Nationale, Paris. Chosen for their artistic rather 
than economic or technical significance the medals shown here make a splendid 
picture-book in which several subsidiary themes, such as hair styles and physiognomy, 
may be followed through the period covered. (737)

Mr. Savage’s new book covers many different kinds of ware, such as Maiolica, 

Delftware, Faience, Stoneware, Wedgwood ‘china’—in fact almost every type of 

ceramics except porcelain. The whole subject is covered, both chronologically and 

geographically, in this inexpensive survey, which has a middle section of plates, a 

Note on Marks and an Epilogue which touches on the aesthetics of pottery. (738-3) 


Metal Arts 

ENGLISH VICTORIAN JEWELLERY. Erle Bradford. Country Life, 42s. 
1959. 25*5 cm. 142 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

This survey, by an expert who has already written two other books on his subject, 

emphasises the high technical quality of much Victorian jewellery, one of the few 

crafts not to be overwhelmed by the industrialism and mechanisation of the period.

The author has attempted ‘to chart only the main streams of fashion and technical 
change’, but makes interesting observations on such matters as the techniques of the 
professional craftsmen, the introduction of popular or ‘costume’ jewellery, the 
assing crazes for ‘exotic’ forms, and the more solid merits of gold-filigree and 
Etruscan-style’ jewellery which are among his favourites. The balanced reassessment 
of the contribution of the Arts and Crafts Movement, which emphasised aesthetics 
to the neglect of economic factors, has a validity which extends beyond the narrow 
range of jewellery.

HEADS, FIGURES AND IDEAS. Henry Moore. With a Comment by 
Geoffrey Grigson. George Rainbird, 210s. 1958. 47°5 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour) 
This large album of drawings for sculptures has been compiled and designed by the 
artist. It comprises sixty-four pages of sketches and wash-drawings of heads, hands, 
standing and reclining figures, family groups, horses and other subjects, meticulously 
reproduced in their original size by photo-offset lithography. Whoever handles this 
book has the experience of turning the leaves of a private sketch book which contains 
not only the artist’s drawings but also his hastily scribbled notes which help to 
explain and anticipate what the finished work may be like. The reputation of Britain’s 
foremost sculptor justifies this exposure to public eye of the artist’s working methods.

WASSILY KANDINSKY: LIFE AND WORK. Will Grohmann. 
Translated from the German by Norbert Gutermann. Thames & Hudson, 147s. 
1959. 30°§ cm. 428 pages. Illustrations (many in colour). Bibliography. Index. 
The Russian-born artist Kandinsky (1866-1944), a pioneer in abstract painting, is 
receiving considerable attention at the present moment in advanced painting circles. 
As a record of his life and work, this massive volume of documentation by a writer 
long familiar with the artist is both a memorial and a quarry from which the student 
may extract every fact, date and work. The author has drawn not only on Kandinsky’s 
paintings, watercolours, graphic work, etc., but also on his letters, diaries and other 
writings. The volume includes a chronological and classified catalogue of the works, 
illustrated with over seven hundred small-scale reproductions, and a very full 
bibliography. The colour plates make a vigorous impact, while the photographs of 
the painter and his circle supply interesting biographical data. (759°3)

THE BOOK OF JAZZ. A Guide to the Entire Field. Leonard Feather. 
Barker, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 288 pages. Musical examples. References. Index. 

Mr. Feather’s latest contribution to the history of jazz contains much useful informa- 
tion, but is somewhat unevenly written and less valuable as a work of reference than 
his Encyclopaedia of Jazz. Early on the author sets out to debunk the widely accepted 
theory that New Orleans exerted the all-important influence on the early develop- 
ment of jazz: he produces some interesting evidence to the contrary but fails to 
present his case in generally convincing terms. The greater part of the book is 
occupied with a detailed analysis of the function of each instrument in jazz combina- 
tions and an illustrated discussion of improvisation. The documentation of records is 
comparatively meagre. (781-57) 
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THE TOSCANINI LEGACY. A critical study of Arturo Toscanini’s 
performances of Beethoven, Verdi and other composers. Spike Hughes. Putnam, 
30S. 1959. 22 cm. 346 pages. Frontispiece. Musical examples. Index. 

The ‘other composers’ include Bach, Boito, Brahms, Cherubini, Debussy, Elgar, 

Gluck, Haydn, Mendelssohn, Mozart, Puccini, Ravel, Rossini, Strauss and Wagner. 

But almost two-thirds of the book is devoted to Beethoven and Verdi, on the 

recording of whose music Toscanini lavished such great pains. Mr. Hughes partly 

relates his study of these discs to his recollection of the performances heard in concert 
hall or opera house. He also shows how Toscanini brings out many fine points of 
scoring in a way that most other conductors fail to do. At the same time, he is not 
blind to his limitations. The serious student of performance and the record collector 
will enjoy Mr. Hughes’s lively, intelligent writing. (781-63) 


THE BRITISH CATALOGUE OF MUSIC, 1958. General editor: 
A. J. Wells. Council of the British National Bibliography, 80s. per annum. [Annual 
volume and three interim issues.] 1959. 29 cm. 

The second year of this publication marks an increase of nearly 16 per cent. in size 

over the first issue. It now includes not only music and musical literature published 

in the United Kingdom and received at the British Museum under the copyright act, 
but also a good deal of foreign music so received. It is this range of material combined 
with a high degree of technical skill in compilation and editing that makes the book 
unique of its kind. The copious alphabetical index enables any item to be easily 
traced in the elaborately classified sections. Librarians and all connected with the 
musical trade and performance will find this thorough and accurate book indispens- 
able for present and future reference. (781-97) 


The Theatre 


THE TRAGIC ACTOR. Bertram Joseph. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 50s. 
1959. 22°5 cm. 416 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
A carefully documented survey of the changing styles in tragic acting in England 
from Elizabethan times to the period of Irving and Forbes Robertson, with the 
author’s arguments supported throughout from contemporary writings and bio- 
graphies. His research in this respect is most rewarding and brings the speech and 
gestures of many great tragedians vividly to life. He analyses each style as changing 
conditions and foreign influences vary the acting methods of, for example, Betterton, 
Quin, Garrick, the Kembles, Kean, Macready, etc., and relates the resultant praise 
or condemnation of the vocal audiences of the period. The survey starts when poetic 
drama on an open stage was the common practice and ends three centuries later with 
prose drama and naturalism on a picture-frame stage in full sway. (792-1028)

MODERN OPENING CHESS STRATEGY. H. Golombek. MacGibbon 
& Kee, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 304 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

In this book one of the world’s leading chess players and writers has, without 
attempting to deal with every opening, selected such openings and defences necessary 
for adequate employment in modern tournament play. The reader is presented with 
a practical plan for both study and practice of the game in its opening stages and also 
shown how the opening is to be followed up in the middle game. (794"1) 
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SHANKS’S PONY. A Study of Walking. Morris Marples. Dent, 25s. 1959. 
22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
In a mechanised age when the average person prefers to use his car rather than his 
feet, this survey of the literature of walking is a timely reminder of bygone feats and 
pleasures. The author deals with all aspects of pedestrianism, but is perhaps chiefly 
concerned with famous tours undertaken by great walkers of the past, from Coryate 
and John Taylor, the Water Poet, to Wordsworth, Coleridge, De Quincey, George 
Borrow, Stevenson, Leslie Stephen, Stephen Graham, and a host of others. The 
walkers of the classical period have for preference been solitaries, and their place 
today is not filled by hikers’ clubs and youth-hostelling groups, however laudable 
the latter’s activities. (796-51) 


SKI-ING IN THE ALPS. Robin Fedden, in collaboration with Peter 
Waddell. With a chapter on Norway by C. A. de Linde. Edward Hulton, 18s. 
1959. 22°5 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This vade-mecum for the beginner and the average skier is full of practical advice, of 

the sort which those making their first visit to the crowded winter playgrounds of 

Europe neglect at their peril. There are sections on equipment, choice of hotel, time 

of visit, etc., and instruction on the first elements of ski-ing, downhill running, and 

ski-touring in the spring. Ski-jumping is omitted. The latter half of the book consists 
of notes on selected resorts and their facilities, in Switzerland, Austria, France, Italy, 
and Norway, and this is of special value at the present time, when the international 
craze for ski-ing has reached such a pitch that at many resorts, at the height of the 
season, there is a long queue at every ski-lift. (796-93)

POETRY AND MORALITY. Studies on the Criticism of Matthew Arnold, 
T. S. Eliot and F. R. Leavis. Vincent Buckley. Introduction by Basil Willey. 
Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 240 pages. References. Index. 

This study is concerned not so much with the direct relation of poetry to morality 

as with the approach of three critics who have shown a special interest in the moral 

significance of poetry. The analysis of the criticism of Arnold, Eliot and Leavis 
which forms the book’s core, is original and closely reasoned, most profitable in 

Eliot’s case, least sympathetic in Arnold’s, in whom Mr. Buckley finds an irrelevant 

preoccupation with style. If the writing is occasionally clumsy, the theme is certainly 

an important one, hitherto surprisingly little explored, and Mr. Buckley has made a 

substantial and provocative contribution to it. (808-1) 


PROTEST. Edited by Gene Feldman and Max Gartenberg. Souvenir Press, 25s. 
1959. 22 cm. 384 pages. 
Both the literary movements represented here (the Beat Generation and the Angry 
Young Man) are significant rather than attractive phenomena and this anthology 
attempts not only to exemplify but to define what they have produced. It is more 
successful with the American ‘Beats’, since they form, in fact, a more cohesive move- 
ment, a generation which has insisted on rejecting past and future and living in the 
present: this is the first selection published in Britain which gives a reasonably full 
presentation of their work. It includes extracts from Jack Kerouac’s by now well- 
known novels, Allen Ginsberg’s Howl, and half a dozen lesser known writers. The 
British contribution is confined to prose and is adequately represented by John Wain, 
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John Braine, John Osborne, Colin Wilson and others. The critical section is 
interesting so far as it goes, but a more substantial analysis would have been welcome.

American Literature 
AFTER THE LOST GENERATION. A Critical Study of the Writers 
of Two Wars. John W. Aldridge. Vision Press, 25s. 1959. 21 cm. 284 pages. 
Index. 
This American book gives an easily readable, informative account of some of the 
younger American writers, including Norman Mailer, Truman Capote, Paul 
Bowles, Gore Vidal and Irwin Shaw, who have achieved a reputation since the 
Second World War. The author compares them with three writers of the so-called 
‘lost generation’-—Hemingway, Dos Passos and Scott Fitzgerald. Some of the more 
recent candidates for fame—Salinger, for example—are not dealt with. There is an 
interesting chapter on “The Young Writer in America’. (810-19) 


THE CAVE DWELLERS. A Play. William Saroyan. Faber, 10s.6d. 1959. 
21 cm. 72 pages. 
Saroyan writes as one so familiar with his characters that he need do no more than 
gently sketch them for us, show their humours and their tragedies. Yet, by the end, 
we have been bewildered, entranced and moved. The “Cave’ is the stage of an 
abandoned theatre on the lower East Side of New York, and is about to be destroyed 
in a slum clearance scheme. It harbours temporarily three once great artists, a former 
actress, a clown and a prize fighter, and three other waifs. With a dedication to New 
York critics, a preface about playwrighting and two final pieces describing an 
imaginary interview and his own opening nights, Saroyan tenderly nurtures a play 
in which nothing really happens, but which won more approval in New York than 
any of his earlier works. (812-5) 


English Poetry 
VISION AND RHETORIC. Studies in Modern Poetry. G. S. Fraser. 
Faber, 25s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 286 pages. Index. 

Mr. Fraser is an established critic of poetry in London periodicals, and this collection 
of essays from the last fifteen years varies widely in tone and approach, though its 
theme is sufficiently consistent. The title refers to the qualities which dominate two 
of the most characteristic schools of English poetry, the Romantic and the Augustan, 
and the conflicting claims between them which are apparent in contemporary poetic 
practice and criticism. Mr. Fraser's strength lies in detailed criticism rather than 
generalisation, and he is at his best in the studies of individual poets, such as Yeats 
and Auden, where he shows himself a resourceful and lucid expositor. (821-004) 


English Drama 
MORE TALKING OF SHAKESPEARE. Edited by John Garrett. 
Longmans, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 200 pages. Index. 

A second instalment selected from lectures delivered in recent years at the Summer 
School for teachers at Stratford. The choice has not been confined to established 
names among Shakespearean scholars. Professor H. D. F. Kitto discusses the 
Shakespearean conception of tragedy from a classical scholar’s point of view, Norman 
Marshall analyses the treatment of Shakespearean performances by contemporary 
dramatic critics, and John Wain writes on the quality of Shakespeare’s mind. Among 
recognised Shakespearean authorities the most interesting contribution is that of 
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Professor L. C. Knights, who sums up the changed approach towards Shakespearean 
characterisation which has followed the critical reaction against A. C. Bradley’s 
Shakespearean Tragedy. (822+3) 


SHAKESPEARE SURVEY 12. An Annual Survey of Shakespearean Study 
and Production. Edited by Allardyce Nicoll. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 
1959. 25 cm. 174 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The principal theme of the twelfth volume is the Elizabethan stage, some of the 

contributors reviewing our historical knowledge of it, and others discussing the 

various attempts to find a contemporary equivalent. Richard Southern contributes 
an outstandingly interesting article on reconstructing an Elizabethan playhouse, but 
adds the caveat, which other scholars reinforce, that theatrical design varied so widely 
that ‘a typical Elizabethan playhouse’ is probably an illusion. Elsewhere Richard 

David conducts a lively investigation into the respective role and attitude of actor 

and scholar in modern Shakespearean production, and among the regular features 

Roy Walker’s review of recent productions and Clifford Leech’s of critical studies 

are particularly informative. (822-3) 


SHAKESPEARE AND MEDICINE. R. R. Simpson. Livingstone, 25s. 
1959. 22 cm. 276 pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 
Dr. Simpson’s study makes no particularly ambitious claim to break new ground as 
a commentary, and its theme is of rather marginal interest in Shakespearean scholar- 
ship. His purpose is to classify the medical references in the plays and examine 
Shakespeare’s knowledge of contemporary medicine and the uses to which he put it. 
The author’s comments are often of value in clarifying some dramatic detail and 
throwing fresh light on unfamiliar aspects of Elizabethan life, though less so when he 
speculates on Shakespeare’s own state of mind when writing his tragedies. Offered 
with due modesty, the book is an entertaining diversion, though hardly indispensable 
to Shakespearean study. (822-3) 


THE ELDER STATESMAN. A Play. T. S. Eliot. Faber, 12s.6d. 1959. 
22*5 cm. 110 pages. 
Mr. Eliot’s latest play is a reflective comedy which owes something in its outline to a 
Greek drama, this time the Oedipus at Colonus. The retired statesman of the title dreads 
inactivity but is obliged to enter a nursing-home. There he is confronted with two 
disreputable figures from his past, the holders of a secret which he has concealed 
throughout his career. He finds redemption in the ability, held in abeyance for many 
years, to confide frankly in his daughter. The intellectual scheme of the play is 
absorbing, but apart from the leading figure the rest are mouthpieces rather than 
characters. (822-91) 


THE LONG AND THE SHORT AND THE TALL. A Play in Two 
Acts. Willis Hall. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 104 pages. 
No English play written about the Second World War has made a deeper impression 
than Mr. Hall’s. The action depicts a British patrol, a sergeant and a handful of 
inexperienced soldiers, cut off by the Japanese advance into Malaya: they have to try 
to find their unit, and incidentally decide what to do with the Japanese prisoner on 
their hands. None of the more complex issues of war are raised here, merely the basic 
problem of self-preservation, but the skill of the dialogue is quite exceptional, and 
the action is kept taut from beginning to end. (822-91) 
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English Fiction 
THE NOVELS OF GEORGE ELIOT. A Study in Form. Barbara Hardy. 
University of London: The Athlone Press, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 254 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 
A new dimension in the critical study of 19th century fiction has been opened up by 
the hypothesis that, contrary to general opinion hitherto, the greater Victorian 
novelists were concerned with form little less than with plot. Mrs. Hardy’s book 
projects this type of investigation into the massive body of George Eliot’s writings, 
with the purpose of controverting earlier critics who held that the author of Adam 
Bede and other masterpieces had “but a slight power over the great art of construction’ 
and in Middlemarch, for example, produced ‘a treasure-house of detail, but an in- 
different whole’. We are now offered rebutting evidence that her novels have both 
‘intricacy and design’, and that formal relationships as well as human relationships 
are a vital factor in them. Careful re-reading of George Eliot in the light of Mrs. 
Hardy’s claims may well be found an enriching experience. (823-8) 


English Miscellany 


SIR THOMAS BROWNE. Peter Green. Longmans, for the British Council, 
2s.6d. 1959. 21°§ cm. 40 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to “British Book News’) 

Sir Thomas Browne wrote his books as serious reflections on the religious and 

scientific thought of his time, but they have come to be treasured among the glories 

of 17th century English prose style. Dr. Green does ample justice to the superb 
imagery and the hypnotic power of Browne’s writing, but he also provides an 
unusually detailed account of the ideological currents and historical factors which 
shaped Browne’s interests. A scholarly and most illuminating essay, which combines 
the necessary biographical information with an impressive grasp of 17th century 
thought and of his subject’s place in this context. (828-4) 


PARADISE LOST AND MORE. Constantine Fitzgibbon. Cassell, 153. 
1959. 20°§ cm. 206 pages. 
This mixed bag contains nine short stories, three essays, and a play which gives the 
book its title. The majority of the tales are inspired by the late war. Mr. Fitzgibbon 
writes on a deliberately low-pitched, unemotional note, which is especially telling in 
describing scenes of action, and which also helps to create a sustained irony in his 
other stories. The essays deal with visits to André Gide and Gertrude Stein and a 
visit to Capri, all written in a rather similar straightfaced and sardonic manner. The 
play, which retells the story of Creation in satirical vein, is a much less successful 
exercise in this style. (828-91) 


German Literature 

POEMS by Eduard Mérike. Translated from the German by Norah K. 
Cruickshank and Gilbert F. Cunningham. Introduction by Jethro Bithell. Methuen, 
8s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 120 pages. 

With its substantial Introduction by Mr. Bithell, and the appended German text, 

together with informative notes, these translations of forty lyrics and ballads are 

presented in an attractive and inexpensive little volume which will be welcomed 

particularly by those who have heard some of them in the concert hall. While 
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adhering generally to the original rhythms, the versions are somewhat free, but the 
spirit and beauty are effectively conveyed. (831-7) 


French Literature 


A CONCISE SURVEY OF FRENCH LITERATURE. Germaine 
Mason. Barker, 18s. 1959. 20 cm. 344 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This is a skilfully compiled short guide to French literature written for the general 
reader. Six chapters cover Medieval Literature; Renaissance; Pre-Classicism and 
Classicism; Age of Enlightenment; Romanticism, Realism and Symbolism; 
Twentieth Century Literature. It is no mean feat on the part of this lecturer in Bristol 
University to cover so much ground so concisely and entertainingly, missing none 
of the important features. The contemporary chapter will prove particularly valuable 
to the ordinary reader who often does not know where to seck information here, 
and the bibliography will be extremely helpful for further reading. Altogether an 
encouraging volume. (840-9) 


THE ART OF FRENCH FICTION. Martin Turnell. Hamish Hamilton, 
30s. 1959. 23 cm. 406 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Seven novelists are here examined: Prévost, acquitted of the charge of being a one- 
book (Manon Lescaut) man, Stendhal in his early Armance, Zola in his five most famous 
novels portraying sexuality under the Second Empire, Maupassant and Gide at less 
length, Mauriac in more detail again, Proust in his early work. In each case biograph- 
ical details are given and the stylistic contribution of the writer estimated. Style is 
an important theme in the book from the introductory chapter onwards. Consider- 
able stress, too, is laid upon the sexual themes. Novel-readers will find much material 
for stimulating discussion in these pages. (843) 


BALZAC’S COMEDIE HUMAINE. Herbert J. Hunt. University of 
London: The Athlone Press, 50s. 1959. 22 cm. $22 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Index. 

In 1957 Professor Hunt published an admirable concise Balzac biography. He now 

completes his work with a monumental survey of Balzac’s Comédie Humaine, relating 

the plot of every novel and details of every character, taking the stories mainly in 
chronological order and thereby tracing Balzac’s development as a creative artist. 

A final chapter sums up Balzac’s achievement. This descriptive history constitutes a 

Balzac Encyclopaedia which will henceforth form an essential part of Balzac 

literature. (843-8) 


Greek Literature 
AN INTRODUCTION TO THE GREEK THEATRE. Peter D. Arnott. 


Macmillan, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Mr. Arnott’s book is designed for the general reader not acquainted with Greek. He 
offers a brief historical survey of the development of ancient drama and a particularly 
good description of the classical audience. He has himself performed many Greek 
plays through the medium of puppets and he devotes the main body of his book to 
an elementary exposition of four specimen Greek plays, The Agamemnon, Medae, 
Cyclops and The Birds. It is surprising that he includes no Sophoclean tragedy, but 
he has an excellent chapter on the problems of translation, and his presentation of 
Greek drama is concrete and based on ample experience of its effect in performance.

THE RAMAYANA OF VALMIKI. Vol. I. Bala Kanda. Aydohya Kanda. 
Vol. Il. Aranya Kanda. Kishkindha Kanda. Sundara Kanda. Vol. Ill. Yuddha 
Kanda. Uttara Kanda. Translated from the Sanscrit by Hari Prasad Shastri. Shanti

Measured by several different standards, the Sanscrit Ramayana attributed to Valmiki 

is one of mankind’s great artistic possessions. The potency over the people of India, 

and to a lesser extent of the whole of South East Asia, of this epic poem telling the 
story of the God-King Rama and his wife, had been compared to that of the Bible, 

Homer and Dickens rolled into one. A work of art of this stature calls for a translation 

that is accurate and intelligible, and yet retains something of the eloquence and 

power to grip of the original. Much is understood now of the truly formidable 
difficulties of such a task; the translator here has not overcome them all, but he has 
ee a useful and acceptable version which will help to make the Ramayana 

etter known and appreciated by readers of English. (891-21) 


Russian Literature 


LERMONTOV. Janko Lavrin. Bowes & Bowes, 10s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 
112 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and Thought) 

No young 19th century writer conformed more closely to the fashionable Byronic 
image than Lermontov, and his novel A Hero of Our Time went far towards defining 
the characteristics of the Byronic hero. His most mature verses, written not long 
before his early death in a duel, place him second only to Pushkin among Russian 

oets. Mr. Lavrin’s short study strikes a well-judged balance between criticism and 
Shemale: He outlines Lermontov’s tragic career and places it in its historical 
context. He succeeds in communicating his enthusiasm for the poetry and his book 
is rounded off with a useful bibliography and list of translations. (891-713) 


SAFE CONDUCT. An Early Autobiography and Other Works. Boris 
Pasternak. Translated from the Russian by Alec Brown. Five Lyric Poems 
translated by Lydia Pasternak-Slater. Elek Books, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 304 pages. 

The long poem about the Russian rising of 1905, thirty-three shorter poems, four 

short stories and autobiography which make up this book give some idea of the 

boldness, variety and sensitivity which had won fame for Pasternak in Russia long 
before Dr. Zhivago made him a best-seller in the Western world. The most interesting 

piece in this selection is the autobiography, which gives a vivid picture of life in a 

cultured Russian family in the first part of the present century, through the war and 

the Revolution, down to the death of the poet Mayakovsky. (891-78)

THREE JAPANESE PLAYS from the Traditional Theatre. Edited with 
Introductions by Earle Ernst.

The three plays are: The Maple Viewing (No), The House of Suguwara (Bunraku, 

or doll theatre) and Benten the Thief (19th century Kabuki), and are here published in 

English for the first time. Unlike previous translations of Japanese drama, they contain 

full stage directions and are adapted for performance as English-language plays: the 

translation is therefore very free, and the plays appear in the linguistic constume, as it 
were, of the western stage. This makes the plays more manageable for the western 
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producer and more intelligible to his audience, though the gain in that direction is 
perhaps offset by the loss of some of the poetic quality and economy of line so 
characteristic of Japanese art. (895-62)

THE RAPE OF EUROPE. Luis Diez del Corral. Translated from the 
Spanish by H. V. Livermore. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 310 pages. 
Index. 

The theme of this original and provocative book is hardly indicated by its enigmatic 

title, borrowed from the ancient myth of Europa and the Bull. What the author is 

attempting is an appraisal of the achievements of European culture and civilisation, 
their impact on the non-European world, and the return reaction of that impact on 
the European world. A conventional narrative of historical facts is not to be found 
here. The author is moving in the realm of ideas familiar to readers of Spengler, 

Dilthey, Toynbee. His book is an essay in the philosophy of history. It is not easy 

reading; the author does not always seem to have his ideas clarified, but for those 

interested in this kind of speculation, the wide range of references to contemporary 

thought and the lively play of ideas make stimulating reading. (901)

NAUTILUS 90 NORTH. Commander William R. Anderson with Clay 
Blair, Jr. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 1959. 21 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Maps. Index. 

The epic voyage in 1958 of the United States nuclear propelled submarine Nautilus 

opened up the undersea North-West passage, the shortest from Europe to the Pacific. 

In this vivid description the earlier chapters deal with the preliminary probes that 

had to be made under the ice-cap and the special equipment required. The voyage 

itself, especially through the shallow Bering Strait where ice and sea-bed almost 
join, is a thrilling story of constant vigilance, dangerous hazards, and of trust in 
science. Nautilus was the creation in concept and construction of a seaman of great 
imagination, Admiral Rickover of the United States Navy, and her historic feat was 
under the command of the author. (910°45) 


EXPLORERS’ MAPS. Chapters in the Cartographic Record of Geographical 
Discovery. R. A. Skelton. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 63s. 1958. 25 cm. 350 pages. 
Illustrations (1 in colour). Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The Superintendent of the British Museum Map Room has assembled, suitably 

revised, fourteen articles published in the Geographical Magazine, dealing with 

episodes and phases in the history of geographical discovery for which the evidence 
of contemporary maps is especially relevant. The theme is the mutual influence of 
maps upon explorers’ voyages and of the voyages upon later maps. The chapters are 
grouped regionally to cover the Ways of the East, West and North, the Spice Islands 
and Cathay, the South Sea, the Continents and the Poles. Systematic survey and map 
or chart-work in connection with voyages of discovery are considered from the 
15th century to the roth in more than two hundred superb illustrations, mostly from 
old maps. The text affords concise summaries of geographical ideas and events 
associated with the maps reproduced. As a pictorial companion to general histories 
of exploration, this is an indispensable work of reference. (910°9) 
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THIS IS BRITAIN. A Souvenir in Pictures. Harrap for the British Travel 
and Holidays Association, 21s. 1959. 28 cm. 64 pages. Map. 

This is not Britain, but half of Britain. The country of advanced social welfare, 

scientific enterprise and atomic engineering are not represented here. This is the 

Britain of the holidaymaker, the land of lovely landscapes and villages, noble build- 

ings, art treasures, and historical pageantry. The illustrations have been very well 

chosen and arranged, and the colour printing is excellent. A beautiful souvenir.

Gossipy and rambling, but informative and readable, this is a book on “How to look 
at England’ rather than a work of precise topography. The author, an experienced 
writer, lecturer, and broadcaster on historical subjects, treats in general terms of the 
origin and development of the English countryside—its castles and great houses, its 
villages and country towns, its bridges, rivers, and canals, its churches, abbeys, and 
cathedrals— illustrating the thread of his discourse by examples taken from the West 
Country. The pen-and-ink sketches by Felix Kelly are pleasing. There should have 
been an index. (914-2) 


A SHORT GUIDE TO ROME. John Beighton. Nicholas Kaye, 12s.6d. 
1959. 20 cm. 154 pages. Frontispiece. Maps. Index. 
This little book sets out to meet the needs of the tourist who is spending twelve days 
in Rome sightseeing. It accomplishes its purpose in a succinct but efficient manner. 
After a general description of the city, a list of things to see, and an introductory walk, 
it provides chapters on the Pantheon, the churches, palaces, and piazzas, the bridges, 
Classical Rome, the museums and picture galleries (very summarily disposed of), 
and the environs. Notes on the history of the city, its art, the baroque style, the Vatican, 
etc., bring this unpretentious but useful book to a close. (914°5632) 


BARCELONA WITH LOVE. Clifford King. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1959. 
22 cm. 172 pages. Illustrations. 
Barcelona, capital of Catalonia, has a personality of its own which differentiates it 
from the rest of Spain, and since it is the town most likely to be visited by holiday- 
makers on the Costa Brava it deserves to be better known. Clifford King, who has 
for long lived in Barcelona, offers in this book a series of impressions of the town, and 
he reveals, incidentally, something of the Spanish attitude to life. The result is a book 
that will give pleasure not only to those who have visited Barcelona, but also to all 
readers attracted by the magic of Mediterranean countries. (914-672) 


INDIA IN COLOUR. Photographs by Suzanne Hausammann. Introduction 
and text by Mulk Raj Anand. Thames & Hudson, 84s. 1959. 32 cm. 128 pages. 
70 colour photographs. 

Seventy photographs by Suzanne Hausammann, many of really outstanding beauty, 

are supported by an adequate explanatory text by the novelist Mulk Raj Anand 

in this fine piece of book production. It has a special quality as an essay in interpreta- 
tion: some of the pictures have more to say to us about India, and the setting and 
patterns of Indian life, than whole shelves of worthy prose. Of the show-pieces, 

Benares, the Ajanta Caves, and the Golden Temple of the Sikhs at Amritsar, can be 

found here. So can the teeming people—peasants, shopkeepers, washermen, worship- 

pers and children. A final group of plates is concerned with Ceylon, and in particular 
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with the Sigiriya rock, surely one of the most interesting places in the world. It has 
justice done to it in this book, which provides an eloquent introduction to the sub- 
continent and its civilisation. (915-4) 


THE MOST BEAUTIFUL DESERT OF ALL. Philippe Diolé. Translated 
from the French by Katherine Woods. Cape, 18s. 1959. 20°5 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 

M. Diolé is an authority on submarine archaeology in Mediterranean waters. The 

Sahara desert appealed to him because, like the sea, it can unite ancient civilisations 

to the present. He was interested in its rich prehistoric remains—telics of a time when 

it was a well-watered plain—and above all in the rock engravings of its vanished 
peoples. His journey lay through Southern Algeria, eastwards through Fezzan and 

Murzuk and back to the sea at Tripoli. He is a highly gifted descriptive writer who 

responds powerfully to his surroundings, and although served rather unevenly by 

his translator, his prose is often strikingly successful in capturing the spirit of these 

austere landscapes. (916-611) 


YUCATAN ADVENTURE. Leonard Clark. Hutchinson, 21s. 1959. 235 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

A posthumous account of the day-to-day experiences of an indefatigable explorer 
and successful travel-writer who went in 1950 with a fellow-American to seek the 
ruins of the ancient Maya in Yucatan, Campeche and Quintana Roo Territory, 
perhaps the least-known land area remaining in North America. Only the barest 
essentials of this still largely mysterious civilisation are recorded, but the expedition, 
though badly under-equipped, achieved its objective, as the excellent photographs 
confirm. The fascination of this imaginative, yet unpretentious, work lies rather in 
the courage and determination with which the protagonists endured the appallin, 

hardships of the pestiferous desert-jungle. (917-26 


RED CLOTH AND GREEN FOREST. Alfonso Vinci. Translated 
from the Italian by James Cadell. Hutchinson, 30s. 1959. 24 cm. 274 pages.

In 1954 and 1955 Dr. Vinci, botanist, geologist, mountaineer and experienced 

explorer, led into the Shirian and Guayca territories of the Orinoco and upper 

Amazon regions the expeditions which form the basis of his book. He writes with 

originality, humour and penetration, imperturbably accepting the discomforts of 

the jungle, profoundly interested in nature yet always intellectually and emotionally 
detached so that even when captured by ‘howling’ Indians and in imminent danger 
of death he is able to note their somatic characteristics. Instinct with human irony, 
full of adventurous incident, this most attractive, magnificently, illustrated, travel 
book effectively conveys the sinister, brooding timelessness of the American equatorial 
forest.

SARAH BERNHARDT. Joanna Richardson. Bodley Head, 21s. 1959. 
22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Sarah Bernhardt (d. 1923) was the most famous actress of her day, probably of all 
time. Unconventional to a degree—a legend in her lifetime—she was received as an 
empress everywhere she went, and she went nearly everywhere and met practically 
everybody in her sixty years as a performer. She had an amazing mastery of theatrical 
technique, and a dogged determination which surmounted all difficulties. Even the 
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loss of a leg did not stop her from acting—she was filming a few days before her 
death at eighty-five. Joanna Richmond, so successful recently with the life of 
Bernhardt’s predecessor Rachel, vividly presents the astonishing career of this 
astounding woman, providing equally good reading for pleasure and profit. (92) 


LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. Robert Rhodes James. Weidenfeld 
& Nicolson, 36s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
If only as a biography of the father of Sir Winston Churchill this book would have 
had a wide appeal, but the personality and career of Lord Randolph Churchill 
(1849-1895) were in themselves such as to catch the popular imagination. Mr. James, 
a trained historian, gives an enthralling account of his life, his rise to the Chancellor- 
ship of the Exchequer and subsequent decline and his relations with the Prince of 
Wales and other leading personalities. He has made skilful use of Lord Randolph’s 
private papers, and has included intimate details which it has only recently become 
possible to disclose. (92) 


NORTHERN LIGHTS. The Story of Lord Derwentwater. Ralph Arnold. 
Constable, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 268 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This readable book is based on material centring upon an almost legendary figure in 
North Country tradition. James Ratcliffe, third Earl of Derwentwater, young, 
wealthy, a Roman Catholic, became involved—possibly more by accident than 
design—in the Jacobite Rising of 1715. Friends tried in vain to save him: he was 
condemned and executed. To this tragedy the author has added an account of 
Derwentwater’s young brother, Charles, also put to death, for his part in the rising 
of 1745. The book ends, however, on a lighter note. Tracing the fate of the large 
Derwentwater estates, forfeited to the Crown, the author has chanced upon a 19th 
century claimant as mysterious as the notorious Tichborne imposter. (92) 


GENERAL GRAHAM, Lord Lynedoch. Antony Brett-James. Macmillan, 
36s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Of the lesser known figures in British military history Thomas Graham offers 
excellent and unlimited material for a biography and the author has used this with 
literary skill. Born in 1748, Graham’s ninety-five years spanned a great European 
epoch but it was late in life that he rose to prominence. Embittered by the French 
Republican Army, he first served against them at Toulon as a civilian and in 1794 raised 
his own regiment. His subsequent campaigning brought success and recognition, 
especially at Corunna, where he was present at Sir John Moore’s death, and at 
Barrosa. After his retirement his energies were unabated and he died in 1743 honoured 
in character and achievement, and this excellent book clearly shows why. (92) 


KENNETH GRAHAME 1859-1932. A Study of his Life, Work and 
Times. Peter Green. Murray, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 416 pages. Illustrations. References. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Kenneth Grahame is best known as the author of such classics of children’s literature 

as The Wind in the Willows and The Golden Age. Mr. Green’s Study, far the most 

thorough yet written, is more biographical than critical in its emphasis. It explores 
the contradiction between Grahame’s literary aspirations and his career as a Bank 
of England official and relates his writings to the social and intellectual background 
of the quarter-century preceding 1914, when most of his books were composed. 

The portrait of Grahame is the fruit of much original research: it is discerning and 

offers more rewarding reading than the somewhat heavy-handed psychoanalytical 

investigation of his books. (92) 
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BESS OF HARDWICK. E. Carleton Williams. Longmans, 25s. 1959. 
22 cm. 324 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
A study of a most formidable woman of the Elizabethan age, whose stormy career, 
shaped by boundless ambition and tireless intrigue, is an epitome of that brilliant but 
stark century. Elizabeth Hardwick, born in the early years of Henry VIII's reign, lived 
to see James I on the English throne, and during that long period had her share of 
experiences, good and bad. On the whole, she has been frowned upon by the 
historians. They have seen her as an unpleasant virago, lacking principles, steadfastly 
engaged in amassing riches and promoting the interests of her family. In this book 
she is treated more kindly, and her more human qualities are emphasised. (92) 


WE HAVE A POPE. A Portrait of His Holiness John XXIII. Monsignor 
Albert Giovannetti. Translated from the Italian by John Chapin. Geoffrey 
Chapman, 10s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 204 pages. Frontispiece. 

Generally speaking, the world at large knows little about a Pope before he is elected, 

so biographical sketches are always interesting. The present short book by Mgr. 

Giovannetti traces the outline of Pope John’s life and some aspects of his previous 

career from the evidence of those who knew him or, like the author himself, have 

had various contacts with him. (92) 


WHEN I WAS A LITTLE BOY. Erich Kastner. Translated from the 
German by Isabel and Florence McHugh. Cape, 16s. 1959. 20°5 cm. 188 pages. 
Illustrations by Horst Lemke. 

Herr Kastner, who is well known for his novel Emil and the Detectives and many 

other children’s books, has written the story of his childhood up to 1914, his fifteenth 

year. The setting is Dresden, when Saxony was still a kingdom and its capital an 
elegant city, full of local character. An only child, he was acutely observant of homely 
customs and of the social habits of a vanished era. Although his memory is richly 
stored, his narrative is agreeably fresh and unforced. A book of unusual charm, which 

is considerably enhanced by its line drawings. (92) 

MARY OF HUNGARY: Second Regent of the Netherlands. Jane de 
Jongh. Translated from the Dutch by M. D. Herter Norton. Faver, 30s. 1959. 
21°5 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

In an earlier work this author wrote an able study of 16th century history centred 

upon Margaret of Austria, the Regent of the Netherlands. She now continues with 

an attractive biography of Margaret’s niece, Mary of Hungary, Regent from 1530 

to 1557. The first half of the book describes her early life in Hungary, after her 

marriage to Lajos II, and in doing so gives a useful résumé of the history of that 
country during the early years of the 16th century. This is a subject which does not 
figure very prominently in general histories of the period. Her account of Mary’s 
regency shows close knowledge of the sources, and makes a real contribution which 
is not only a study of power politics, but is also a moving appreciation of an attractive 


personality. (92) 


A SECULAR JOURNAL. Thomas Merton. Hollis & Carter, 15s. 1959. 
22 cm. 144 pages. 


Thomas Merton’s autobiography Elected Silence ended with his decision to join a 
Trappist Monastery. This journal describes an influential period in the process, the 
years 1939-41 spent in New York, where the author aspired to become a professional 
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writer. There is an excellent description of a visit to Cuba, and elsewhere the journal 
ranges Over contemporary literature, the war, politics, racial problems and the like. 
The reflections are often naive, but there is a constant preoccupation with the conflict, 
which the author found irreconcilable, between religious conviction and the generally 
accepted values of secular life, and Mr. Merton’s fundamental seriousness of purpose 
is never in doubt. (92) 


DOWN SECOND AVENUE. Ezckiel Mphahlele. Faber, 18s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 
222 pages. 
This absorbing book is the autobiography of a forty-year-old African born in South 
Africa but now living in Nigeria. His carly life was spent as a herd boy in the country; 
later the family moved to the city and experienced slum life in Pretoria. The account 
of his education, concluding at Adams College, an American foundation near 
Durban, is followed by the story of his work with the magazine Drum and finally his 
departure for Nigeria, whose atmosphere he finds a great contrast to his former home. 
The book is not merely a record of the events in the life of an intelligent African but 
of his personal outlook, his contacts with white men, his moral and religious problems 
and his literary interests. Written with ability and humour, it is an important 
contribution to the consideration of racial problems in Africa. (92) 
DAUGHTER OF FRANCE. The Life of Anne Marie Louise d’Orléans, 
Duchesse de Montpensier, 1627-1693, La Grande Mademoiselle. V. Sackville West. 
Michael Joseph, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
‘La Grande Mademoiselle’ was a colourful personality. First cousin to Louis XIV and 
the richest heiress in France, she might have had the pick of the French aristocracy for 
husband, might even have shared the English throne with Charles II. She rejected all 
such suitors, and then, in middle life, lost her heart and head in a way which 
bewildered her friends, and brought great trouble to herself. Miss West tells her 
story against the brilliant setting of 18th century French court life by deft use of the 
memoirs of the period, including those of her subject. Her lively, cynical, and yet 
sympathetic portrait bears all the marks of serious, conscientious study of the sources, 
without ever being dull. The result is a picture of French society in the period more 
revealing than many more pretentious works on the subject. (92) 


AN ESSAY IN AUTOBIOGRAPHY. Boris Pasternak. Translated from 

the Russian by Manya Harari. Collins, 15s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 
This sketch covers a longer period but describes it in considerably less detail than 
Pasternak’s other autobiographical fragment, Safe Conduct, which has also recently 
appeared in English. It offers a series of brief impressions of periods, people and places, 
often widely separated in time, and stretching from the author’s childhood to the 
1930's. The total effect, though disconnected, is remarkably vivid, particularly when 
Pasternak describes his fellow poets, Mayakovski, Blok, Tsvetayeva and many 
others. The narrative is set down in Pasternak’s highly personal style, loaded with 
unexpected metaphors, and has been skilfully translated. (92) 


THAT REMINDS ME. Lord Russell of Liverpool. Cassell, 25s. 1959. 
22 cm. 316 pages. Illustrations. Index. 


Lord Russell’s reminiscences go back to the early years of this century, and he can 
still recapture the thrill of meeting Henry Irving and other famous people during his 
childhood days. In recalling his later career, and particularly his experiences in the 
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Regular Army, as a member of the Judge Advocate General’s Office and in 
connection with the publication of his book The Scourge of the Swastika, one anecdote 
leads to another. He is a skilled writer, and although the book is neither a formal 
autobiography nor a history of his time it gives a convincing impression of the man 


and his period. (92) 


THE FORGOTTEN MASTER. The Life and Times of Louis Spohr. 
Dorothy Moulton Mayer. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 204 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

It is curious to reflect that Spohr’s music, though once rivalling that of Mendelssohn 

and Rossini in popularity, is so little heard today. He is, of course, much better known 

for his fascinating autobiography, on which Lady Mayer draws liberally for the core 
of this well-written, balanced biography, the first in English. She also uses letters and 
other documents from the Spohr archives in Kassel, the town where the composer 
held a court appointment for nearly 35 years. Lady Mayer shows him as a much- 
travelled, much-loved man of wide musical sympathies, and sets his devotion to his 
art against the political troubles of the 1830’s and 1840's. The descriptions of life in 
the petty German courts of this period are most entertaining. (92) 


PRINCE AND PREMIER. A Biography of Tunku Abdul Rahman 
Putra Al-Haj, First Prime Minister of the Federation of Malaya. Harry Miller. 
Harrap, in association with Donald Moore, 18s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 224 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

A son of the Sultan of Kedah, Abdul Rahman showed early aptitude for pleasure but 

so little for study that he only just secured a pass degree at Cambridge and was 45 

before he passed his Bar examinations. Almost against his will he entered politics, 

but once launched he displayed such outstanding tact and power of persuasion that 
he was able to revive and reform his party, unite the races of Malaya, overcome the 
hesitation of the rulers and make independence inevitable. A fascinating account of 

a great gentleman and a brilliant amateur in the truest sense of the word. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF HORACE WALPOLE. Selected and arranged by 
William Hadley. Reprint. Dent, 10s.6d. 1959. 18-5 cm. $50 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman's Library) 

This is an excellent selection, for the general reader rather than the student, from the 

vast correspondence of Horace Walpole (1717-1797). Son of the Prime Minister, 

and a man of very wide interests, Walpole knew almost everyone of distinction and 

(with an eye to posterity) wrote long letters to carefully selected correspondents. 

The present selection is well arranged to give both a chronological account of 

Walpole’s life and a broad picture of 18th century life and literature; there can be few 

better introductions to the period. A useful book list for further reading is included. 

There is no index, but a very detailed table of contents goes some way towards 


bridging the gap. (92) 


ORDE WINGATE. Christopher Sykes. Collins, 35s. 1959. 23-5 cm. 
$76 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

Through his Chindit columns in Burma during World War II Major-General 

Wingate became a world-famous figure, whose colourful career was cut short by an 

unexplained air crash in 1944. In pre-war Palestine he crystallised his fervent belief 

in Zionism, while his famous special night squads laid the foundations of the Jewish 
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army and his own later successes in Ethiopia and Burma. His singular character 
attracted many obstacles but he overcame them by skilful and unorthodox means 
backed by an intense personality. Opinions on Wingate are likely to differ for a long 
time but Churchill never wavered in his high assessment of him. The book is an 
excellent and definitive biography of one whose name will be legendary in Israel and 
in military history. (92) 


NOT IN THE LIMELIGHT. Sir Ronald Wingate. Hutchinson, 25s. 1959. 
21°5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
This refreshing autobiography profits by coming freely from recollections without 
recourse to diaries or personal papers, none of which the author ever kept. As the 
son of a Sirdar he spent his early life in Cairo and later passed into the Indian Civil 
Service. The 1914 war took him to Mesopotamia and Arabia, and this was followed 
by service in Kashmir, Rajputana, Baluchistan and as Joint Secretary to the Indian 
Government. The second war was passed with the Free French—here he is most 
illuminating about Dakar—and in higher planning, with frequent liaison missions. 
Described in fluent and impeccable style, these phases and many intervening ones 
afford fascinating interest and entertainment, and deserve the limelight for their 
modest author. (92) 


BROTHER DOUGLAS. Apostle of the Outcast. Father Francis. Mowbray, 
10s.6d. cloth 7s.6d. paper covers.

THE OPEN HEART. The inspiring Story of Father Pire and the Europe 
of the Heart.

NOR SCRIP NOR SHOES. John H. McGoey. Putnam, 18s. 1959. 22 cm.

Each of these volumes illustrates the impressive dignity and incalculable influence of 
selfless devotion. In the first, we have a story of unremitting labours of Brother 
Douglas, an Anglican Franciscan who richly merits the title ‘An Apostle of the 
Outcast’. He cared for the bodies and souls of the poor, the friendless and the defeated, 
and by his life of service offered a convincing exposition of the Faith which he 
professed. The material of the biography has been skilfully arranged and we are given 
a balanced picture of a remarkable character. One of the most tragic legacies of 
World War Il is the plight of refugees, officially described as ‘displaced persons’. 
The service rendered by the World Council of Churches is reasonably well known, 
but little had been heard of Father Pire until he gained the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1958. Victor Houart, who worked closely with Father Pire while writing this book 
about him, tells the story of his crusade—the Europe of the Heart—for rehabilitating 
the armies of people who were nobody’s concern, and many will be grateful for this 
moving account of a magnificent contribution to human welfare. Father John 
McGoey belongs to the Scarboro Fathers—an order of Canadian Roman Catholic 
priests whose work lies in the mission field of China. In this candid and entertaining 
autobiography, we are allowed to accompany the author through his boyhood and 
seminary days, his experiences in China during the Japanese war, the flight to the 
West before the onrushing invaders and the arrival of the Communists. His courage 
was revealed not only in exemplary devotion to his flock during a critical time but 
in his attitude towards a breakdown in health involving serious operations with little 
hope of permanent recovery. Today, living on borrowed time, he is serving as an 
energetic parish priest in the Bahamas. (92) (92) (92)

CIBA FOUNDATION SYMPOSIUM ON MEDICAL BIOLOGY 
AND ETRUSCAN ORIGINS. Editors for the Ciba Foundation: 
G. E. W. Wolstenholme and Cecilia M. O’Connor. Churchill, 45s. 1959. 21 cm. 
268 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. References. Indexes. 
Archaeologists, anthropologists, geneticists, philologists and historians were repre- 
sented by the thirty members of this symposium, who met in London in April 1958 
to discuss how biological methods could be applied to advance research into the 
origins of the Etruscans. Two problems emerged, the studies of skeletal remains and 
of living populations. These were dealt with in seventeen papers, mainly by British 
and Italian workers, who postulated the views of archacologists and reviewed present 
knowledge in the humane and scientific fields. The latter included work on the use 
of haematological data and blood groups, evaluation of metrical data in the com- 
parison of ancient and modern bones, and genetics and physical measurements. The 
participants, whose contributions are fully reported and documented, have also 
suggested the lines for future research and practical collaboration. (937°5) 


GREEK CIVILIZATION: From the Antigone to Socrates. André

This volume is virtually a continuation of Professor Bonnard’s Greek Civilization: 

From the Iliad to the Parthenon, which was issued in English by the same publisher in 

1957. The author is a member of the University of Lausanne and the translator a 

member of the University of Indiana. The development of Greek civilisation and its 

expression in literature during the period indicated are clearly set forth, and the 
connection between art and literature is illustrated by numerous excellent and 
relevant photographs. This is a book that will greatly interest the intellectual, but 

non-specialist, public, and the classical undergraduate will also find it useful. (938)

THE EUROPA YEAR BOOK 1959. 1st edition. Europa Publications, 
1308S. 1959. 25 cm. 1,172 pages. 
Particulars are given in Part II of this new and welcome reference work about 
constitution, government, parliament, political parties, legal system, religion, the 
press, publishers, radio and television, finance, trade and industry, transport and 
tourism, learned societies, universities and research institutes of thirty-cight 
European states. Part I (216 pages) covers international and European organisations 
including those dealing with refugees, tariffs and trade, atomic energy, law, science, 
religion and social service, music, politics, the arts, medicine and public health, 
education, etc. A preface entitled “Towards European Unity’ is followed by chapters 
on the Organisation for European Economic Co-operation (OEEC), the European 
Community, N.A.T.O., the Warsaw Pact, and on a number of other questions.

WAR AT THE TOP. James Leasor based on the experiences of General 
Sir Leslie Hollis. Michael Joseph, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 306 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 
General Hollis was Assistant Secretary to the Chiefs of Staff Committee and the War 
Committee and the War Cabinet during the whole of World War II. The scene is 
set in the vast London underground headquarters and at the conferences held in 
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Washington, Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam, and the reminiscences take full advantage 
of these outstanding points of origin. Inevitably, Churchill dominates the story and 
the impact of Beaverbrook is strong. To such endless sources of anecdotes are added 
Roosevelt, Marshall, Eisenhower, de Gaulle, Alanbrooke and others. The interest of 
the book lies in the graphic description of these personalities and great events rather 
than in the assessment of strategical implications, but these, too, bring significant 
touches to the history of the war. (940-53) 


THE NINE DAYS OF DUNKIRK. David Divine. Faber, 21s. 1959. 
22 cm. 308 pages. Maps. Index. 
Routine records, normally arising from a campaign, are naturally scarce among those 
of the evacuation from Dunkirk in 1940. The author, already steeped in the story, 
interviewed leading figures and had access to official and private documents, in- 
cluding German, previously unattainable. Following a brief historical survey of the 
French and German pre-war appreciations of tactical development, the battle after 
the break-through is described in sufficient detail to lead to the main event, the 
evacuation, and this is narrated in chronological sequence with skilful insertion of 
relative events. The book is the most comprehensive and readable account yet 
produced and ends with the assessment of German, Belgian, French and British 
contributions to the most famous withdrawal in history. (940-5421) 


DAWN OF D-DAY. David Howarth. Collins, 18s. 1959. 20-5 cm. 256 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. 


June 6th, 1944, is a key date in world history. In this book the author describes just 
how certain men felt and what happened to them when they landed that morning 
on the Normandy coast and lived to recall it. He searched wide and long to build up 
a comprehensive picture and finally chose a group of thirty men, British, American, 
French and German, ranging from private to general. Some landed by air, some 
scrambled ashore from the sea, while others fought from German defence-posts. 
Each chronicle adds to the full gripping story of human reaction to events unparalleled 
in the experience or imagination of those who were there. It is packed with excite- 
ment, pathos and, inevitable in war, horror. (940-5421) 


THE BOMBER’S EYE. Group Captain Dudley Saward. Cassell, 21s. 1959. 
22-5 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The more that is written about radar the greater becomes the assessment of its 
contribution to victory in the air and at sea in World War II. This well-written book 
by one with practical experience tells the radar story of Bomber Command and 
explains quite simply some of the highly technical navigational and bombing devices. 
It was only after overcoming early bureaucratic resistance that radar established itself 
in the first great air attack on the Ruhr in 1942. The preceding struggle and the air 
victories that followed add further interest to a most readable contribution to the 
history of scientific bombing. (940°5441) 


HUNTING THE BISMARK. C. S. Forester. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 
1959. 22 cm. 110 pages. Charts. 

After a gallant fight against great odds, the powerful German battleship, Bismark, was 

sunk in May, 1941. The story opens when she sailed from Kiel to destroy British 

convoys in the North Atlantic. Hunted by the Royal Navy, she engaged and sank 

the battlecruiser, Hood, in Arctic waters. The hunt was intensified. She made for 
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St. Nazaire, but was found and had her steering gear damaged by naval aircraft 
Surrounded and bombarded by the British Home Fleet and an independent destroyer 
flotilla, she went down fighting. Using conjectural dialogue, a master story-teller 
gives a dramatic account of these events, the forceful impact of which is not diminished 
by a factual error or two. (940°545) 


STRUGGLE FOR THE SEA. Grand Admiral Raeder (Supreme Commander 
of the German Navy 1928-1943). Translated from the German. Kimber, 25s. 1959. 
22 cm. 270 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 

Admiral Raeder was one of Hitler’s ablest advisers, but it was fortunate for the Allies 

that little heed was paid to him. Under his early direction the pocket battleship, the 

naval air arm and submarine production were developed. During the war he clashed 
frequently with Hitler’s policy, especially in the attack on Russia in preference to 
battling for command of the Mediterranean. After his final opposition to the proposal 
to scrap capital ships, he resigned as Supreme Commander in January, 1943, but this 

did not save him from post-war imprisonment in Spandau. Written with modesty 

and a regard for facts, the book is one of the best autobiographical contributions to 

the history of World War II. (940-545) 


THE SECRET CAPTURE. Captain S. W. Roskill. Collins, 16s. 1959. 
21 cm. 162 pages. Illustrations. Charts. Maps. Index. 
One of the Admiralty historians here gives an account of perhaps the most remarkable 
achievements of anti-submarine forces during World War II. Before telling it, he 
briefly recounts other instances of submarine captures in the war. U-110 was one of 
four submarines to attack the British convoy OB.318 in the North Atlantic in May, 
1944, and sank two ships. Her captain unwisely remained too long at periscope depth 
to watch results. Brought to the surface by depth charges, the boat surrendered under 
gun-fire and was boarded and taken in tow by H.M.S. Bulldog. Submarine and 
escort attacks occur at great speed and this is conveyed in the story of the action, which 
is told with professional accuracy, drama and excitement. (940°54516)

THE COMMONWEALTH IN BRIEF. Central Office of Information.

United Kingdom and the U.K. Dependencies—originally issued in separate form. 

Under each territory the form of government, political parties, language, religion, 

population, etc., are set out in tabular form, and there are general sections on such 

subjects as communications, migration, production, etc. A most useful handbook for 

the reader seeking outline facts on the Commonwealth in concise form, and 

particularly for the teacher.

NAPOLEON’S RUSSIAN CAMPAIGN. Count Philippe-Paul de Ségur. 
Translated from the French by J. David Townsend. Introduction by William L.

Shorn of the less important detail, this new English edition of the classic work by 

Ségur, Napoleon’s Quartermaster-General during the campaign of 1812, has lost 

none of its literary or military merit. It opens with the Grand Army crossing the 
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Niemen and advancing into an unsuspecting Russia, with Napoleon’s eye on a 
defeated, subjugated Moscow. From here the dramatic suspense is sustained through 
the occupation and burning of the city to the end of the disastrous retreat across the 
frozen wastes of Europe, with Napoleon’s eye now on Paris. Personalities are woven 
into the pattern of military events with the same unerring judgment and power of 
description.

Il as a key to modern Russian history. Its author, a lecturer in East European history 

in the University of Glasgow, is an authority on Russian history in the 19th century, 

and in this short survey of the tsar whose reforms did so much to create modern 

Russia he has used his specialist knowledge to advantage, producing a highly compact 

but most readable guide to one of the most critical and tragic phases in Russian 

history.

WHAT’S HAPPENING IN CHINA: Lord Boyd Orr and Peter 
Townsend. Macdonald, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 

Lord and Lady Boyd Orr paid a short visit to China in 1958 and in recording their 

impressions obtained the assistance of Mr. Townsend, who spend nine years there 

during and after the war. The emphasis throughout is on cultural and material 
progress rather than politics, and after a useful chapter on events from Sun Yat-sen’s 
rise to power to that of Chou En-lai, agriculture, health, education, trade and the like 
are considered. With increased mutual knowledge in view more trade delegations 
and admission to United Nations are advocated. A useful, objective book for the 
general reader.

MAULANA ABUL KALAM AZAD. A Memorial Volume. Edited by 
Humayun Kabir. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs.12.75. 1959. 22 cm.

Contributions from twenty-two writers, including the Prime Minister of India and 

the High Commissioner for the United Kingdom in India, make up this anniversary 

volume, planned as a tribute to the many-sided personality and achievement of the 
late Maulana Abul Kalam Azad. Known to many as a leader of the Indian indepen- 
dence movement over thirty years or more and to others as a much respected Minister 
of Education after the attainment of independence, his stature as writer, scholar and 
theologian is self-evident. For both laymen with a general interest in the Indian scene 
and professional students of modern history, this volume will serve as a useful 
stimulant to further reading. Professor A. R. Wadia’s article on “The Sociology of 
Languages’ will repay study by those interested in the language problems of the 
sub-continent. (954) 


Canada 

WOLFE AT QUEBEC. Christopher Hibbert. Longmans, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 
206 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Quebec, the foundation stone of British Canada and where Wolfe died in command, 
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was captured just two hundred years ago. The author makes use of some new material 
in his description of the battle, which is the culminating phase of a closely defined 
life-study of its 32-year-old leading character. Wolfe dedicated himself to his pro- 
fession and was far in advance of his contemporaries. Although without influence, 
his proficiency, stressed by opportune and insistent demands, won early recognition. 
Physically unattractive, vainglorious and hypercritical, he lends himself to criticism, 
which the author fairly expresses. But with all his personal shortcomings, Wolfe 
played a signal part in the building of an empire and this well-written book is a 
further tribute to his outstanding achievement. (971-018) 


NIAGARA: Hinge of the Golden Arc. Marjorie F. Campbell. Ryerson Press 
(Toronto, Canada), $6.00. 1958. 23 cm. 356 pages. 
This is a complex but fascinating book threading together the political and economic 
history of the Niagara peninsula. Mrs. Campbell vividly traces the development of 
the area from the days of the Indians and explorers down through the era of early 
settlements, pioneer ship-building and small industries, to the building of railways, 
hydroelectric power stations and the Welland Canal, and finally to Niagara itself 
with the Peace bridge, symbolic of Canadian-United States friendship. The St. 
Lawrence Seaway will spread industry over the fertile fruit and vine land, making the 
Lake Ontario shore from Oshawa to Niagara the Golden Arc. (971°33)

General 
THE LOST DOMAIN (Le Grand Meaulnes). Alain-Fournier. Translated 
from the French by Frank Davison. Introduction by Alan Pryce-Jones. Oxford 
University Press, 7s. 1959. 15 cm. 304 pages. (The World’s Classics) 
This famous novel whose author was killed in the First World War, handles the 
theme of youthful romantic love in a manner which has become well established in 
French fiction. It is the story, told by a school friend, of a youth who plays truant 
from school, stumbles upon a derelict manor, and falls in love with the girl living 
there, losing himself in an obsessively idealised passion, whose fulfilment brings 
destruction to both. The novel makes its peculiarly powerful appeal through the 
contrast between the intensely concrete description of village life and the other- 
worldly air which pervades the manor. 


ALL IN A LIFETIME. Walter Allen. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1959. 20°5 cm. 
242 pages. 

Mr. Allen’s book is a fine piece of craftsmanship, such as this author, whose novels 
are all too few, has already shown himself capable of producing. The plot is unfolded 
as the autobiography of a skilled workman from a northern town with intellectual 
leanings, and the pattern of his life is closely linked with the rise to power of the 
working class itself over the past seventy years. The story is told with a simple forth- 
rightness of manner which succeeds at once in imparting a great deal of convincing 
detail concerning the social conditions of the period and in remaining thoroughly in 
character. A rare and remarkable achievement in contemporary English fiction. 


THE CAPTIVE AND THE FREE. Joyce Cary. Michael Joseph, 18s. 1959. 
20 cm. 318 pages. 

Joyce Cary was engaged on this novel when he died. The text has been slightly cut 

and seen through the press by Winifred Davin, who contributes an illuminating note 
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on Cary’s methods of work. Despite a certain roughness of execution, the total 
impression is of a virtually finished work. The subject is central to Cary’s interests; 
namely, the vital importance of the search for truthand the equal likelihood of its being 
uttered by the crank as by the reasonable man. The leading characters are a faith- 
healer of outwardly disreputable life and an Anglican clergyman resolved to expose 
him, though sacrificing his career and even his faith in the process. These are the 
free: the captives are the socially and spiritually orthodox, and in particular a national 
newspaper bent on exploiting the faith-healing controversy. The plot is confusing 
at moments, but the fervour of the intellectual and spiritual conflict displays Cary’s 
writing at its best. 


THE TRUE VOICE. Gerda Charles. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 18s. 1959. 
20°5 cm. 272 pages. 

Lindy Frome’s suburban background is repellent to her. She has little education and 
no training, but has come to London hoping to be accepted by the world of artists 
and thinkers she idolizes. She blindly pursues Culture, and is seduced by a third-rate 
poet to whom she miserably clings in the belief that his Bohemian way of life will 
provide the answer to her artistic aspirations. She eventually discovers, through 
humility, disillusion and loneliness, that true realisation of herself lies in quite another 
direction. This first novel, a variation on the ‘angry young man’ theme, is written with 
frankness and honesty, weakened only at times by over-lengthy passages of intro- 
spection. 


THE VET’S DAUGHTER. Barbara Comyns. Heinemann, 13s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 194 pages. 

An Edwardian newspaper cutting gave the author the idea for this unusual tale about 
a pathetic, shrinking creature who discovers that, in moments of emotional stress, 
she has the power of levitation. The decision of her bullying father—a veterinary 
surgeon in South London—to exploit for profit his daughter’s uncanny gift leads 
inevitably to disaster. Its meek and terrified victim tells her own story; and the naive 
matter-of-factness of the first person narrative most effectively heightens the sinister, 
often macabre atmosphere that clings to the characters and happenings in this strange, 
original novel. 


A KIND OF FIGHTING. Patrick Cruttwell. Dent, 15s. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
272 pages. 

Mr. Cruttwell’s novel describes the coming of independence to a small Asiatic country 
formerly under British rule, presenting it through the life-history of a nationalist 
leader as told by an Englishman who has taught him at college. The sequence of 
events is easily recognisable—the political agitation of the 1930's, the tortuous dealings 
of ‘resistance leaders’ with the Japanese invader, the transfer of authority to triumphant 
nationalism and the uneasy balance of power which followed. Mr. Cruttwell writes 
with an impressive understanding of both the British and the Oriental point of view. 
He has woven a dramatic and intensely human tale out of the pattern of contemporary 
history. 


THE SIGN OF TAURUS. William Fifield. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 
1959. 20°5 cm. 368 pages. 

In his second novel Mr. Fifield chooses a doubly exotic background—fortune-telling 

and clairvoyance in the less-frequented towns of Mexico. In each case the material is 

detailed, convincing, and extremely interesting. The main characters, too, are alive 











and absorbing—particularly the central figure, Countess Potolska, a fifty-year-old 
Polish refugee whose thoughts and conversation contain a great deal of acute 
observation and penetrating speculation about life. The narrative is not so well 
handled, however, and one puts down the book with a slight sense of disappointment, 
conscious that this might have been a near-masterpiece if there had been a more 
coherent theme which dominated and unified the incidents and characters. 


JACK WOULD BE A GENTLEMAN. Gillian Freeman. Longmans, 15s. 
1959. 19 cm. 238 pages. 

The story of a house-painter who wins fifty thousand pounds in a football pool, and 
of the effects of this wealth on him and his family. The Prossers soon begin to discover 
that their changed circumstances offer unsuspected problems, and the realisation that 
material plenty does not spell unadulterated happiness reaches a tragic climax in the 
death of the speed-mad son. The snobberies, aspirations, and frequent bewilderment 
of the Prossers in an unfamiliar world are unerringly captured: no detail of their 
idiom of thought, habit and speech has escaped the author’s shrewd yet sympathetic 
observation. This is a social comedy of the times that is at once acute and com- 
passionate. 


KING OF THE MOUNTAIN. George Garrett. Eyre & Spottiswoode, I§s. 
1959. 19 cm. 222 pages. 

These short stories by a young American writer describe episodes in human experience 
with exceptional clarity and a mature, unsentimental understanding of people in 
widely different circumstances and age-groups. The range of mood and situation 
extends from a portrait of fanatical courage in the hero of the title-story to coarse 
vulgarity in a soldier’s account of seduction, and from there to subtle intellectual 
analysis of the workings of the human mind in three pieces entitled “Comic Strip’. 
But, despite their diversity, the stories all share in the forthright vitality of their 
author’s imagination which probes deep below the surface and reveals life-size 
human beings of bewildering complexity. 


THE LOTTERY. Paul Guimard. Translated from the French by Peter Green. 
Faber, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 160 pages. 
Old Julien sells lottery tickets in a busy Paris street near St. Lazare station and every 
morning watches the commuters hurrying past to their offices and shops. Among 
them are two young people—Frangois and Catherine—whom Julien considers to be 
ideally suited to each other. Unfortunately there are twelve minutes between the time 
when Frangois rushes to his job as a poster artist and the time when Catherine goes to 
her studio. Coincidence lends a generous hand in bringing them finally together. 
This witty French romance is a happy blend of lighthearted irony and bitter-sweet 
sentiment which moves while it amuses. 





THE LOSERS. Clifford Irving. Heinemann, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 232 pages. 

Mr. Irving’s second novel is concerned with five young people whose catastrophically 
entangled love affairs move to a violent climax during a single week of heat-wave in 
New York. The author succeeds remarkably from the outset in establishing a mood 
of impending disaster, though it is difficult to create any strong sense of tragedy in a 
group of lives so chaotically preoccupied with the search for pleasure. The dialogue 
is handled more skilfully than the linking narrative, but in his sketches of a neurotic 
young business man and an unsuccessful artist who play the leading roles the author 
has created two unusually vital characters. 














THE CHAINS OF LOVE. Zoé Oldenbourg. Translated from the French by 
Michael Bullock. Gollancz, 18s. 1959. 20 cm. 328 pages. 

A novel set in the Paris of the late 1940’s and dealing with a circle of young men and 
women whose lives have been uprooted by the war. The hero returns from a prison 
camp to find himself unable to rebuild his life either with the unmarried artist who 
has given him a child or with a woman journalist with whom he falls in love. The 
plot is somewhat unwieldy and slow-moving. Nevertheless, the author evokes with 
great skill the separate emotional worlds in which her characters move, and presents 
their experience with impressive insight and compassion. 


THE LAST SUMMER. Boris Pasternak. Translated from the Russian by 
George Reavey. Peter Owen, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 144 pages. 
This short book is Pasternak’s only novel besides the now famous Dr. Zhivago. A 
young man in 1916 dreams of the Moscow of the last summer of peace, of his stay as 
tutor to a wealthy family and his friendships and love affairs with various women. 
The events recounted are simple; the book’s originality lies in the complexity of 
Pasternak’s metaphorical style, his method of setting off a train of thought, apparently 
remote yet really relevant to the matter in hand, through some startling figure of 
speech. The translator contributes an excellent foreword on Pasternak’s life and 
writings; he faces a hard task in rendering the abrupt changes of mood of the original. 


THE DARK DANCER. Balachandra Rajan. Heinemann, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 
320 pages. 

The story of a young Indian who, after nearly a decade immersed in English 
literature at Cambridge, returns to his own country at the moment of its Independence 
and to the inevitable marriage arranged by his family. It is a story of struggle: within 
himself between the rival claims of his wife and of an English girl whom he meets in 
Delhi; within India between Moselm and Hindu over Partition, and, beyond these, 
between the values of East and West which are debated ceaselessly and with the 
utmost sensibility in his mind. Oscar Wilde has remarked that the great battles of the 
world take place in the mind. It is rarely, however, that the battle is articulated with 
such insight and humour and in such sensitive prose. 


LOVE IN FOUR FLATS. Ralph Ricketts. Chapman & Hall, 15s. 1959. 
20°§ cm. 222 pages. 
Mr. Ricketts has built this intelligent, leisurely novel around the tenants of a block of 
London flats in the Hyde Park neighbourhood. The period is the mid-1920’s and the 
actors in his story, without being exceptionally well-to-do, live at a relaxed tempo 
with plenty of time for their private affairs. A young hypochrondriac, a politician’s 
widow, her daughter still uncertain of the choice between domesticity or a more 
enterprising career, a young couple whose marriage is on the verge of breakdown, are 
among his characters and their relationships are interwoven with a firm but delicate 
hand. Only the ending seems sudden and inconclusive for so well-constructed a novel. 


THE BONES OF THE WAJUNGAS. Denys Roberts. Methuen, 15s. 1959. 
19 cm. 232 pages. 

This light-hearted fantasy, which tells a story of disturbances in a remote British 

protectorate in Central Africa, is particularly topical at present. The author has 

used his first-hand acquaintance with Colonial affairs to write a good-natured parody 

of the history of the protectorate and to describe a political and legal crisis at the 

present day; hence his portraits of the visiting British Labour M.P., the District 
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Commissioner, Chief Justice, African tribal chieftain and other local dignitaries are 
expertly farcical. Allowing for the fact that the potentially serious elements of the 
theme are deliberately made fun of, the satire is well-aimed and entertaining. 


CELESTINA or The Tragi-Comedy of Calisto and Melibea. Fernando de 
Rojas. Translated from the Spanish with an introduction by Phyllis Hartnoll. 
Dent, 10s.6d. 1959. 18°5 cm. 224 pages. (Everman’s Library) 

La Celestina, perhaps the greatest work in Spanish, is also among the classics of 

European literature. It is the story of two star-crossed lovers in 15th-century Spain 

and of Celestina, the procuress who intervenes in their love affair, an unforgettable 

creation who captures the reader as easily as she did the victims who fell into her 
power. Spanish is a somewhat staid literature but this, the most Romantic work in 
all its history, is full of passion and vitality and of that realism which is one of the 
virtues of Spanish fiction. Certainly no one interested in European literature can 


ignore this work and Phyllis Hartnoll’s excellent translation provides a fine intro- 
duction. 


MEN OF LETTERS. Michel de Saint-Pierre. Translated from the French 
by Peter Green. Hutchinson, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 208 pages. 

Like his best-known book, The Aristocrats, M. de Saint-Pierre’s present novel is 
concerned with a highly select group—this time the élite of the Parisian literary world. 
The principal character, Alexandre Damville, is a revered novelist and playwright 
who has built himself a proud independence of the normal demands of society. His 
Achilles heel is his son, a budding writer who leads a chaotic life devoted to pleasure 
and whose attachments to women sometimes coincide with his father’s. The plot is 
abrupt in its development and its conclusion, but the central relationship of father 
and son is powerfully conceived and convincingly unfolded. 


A NEST OF GENTLEFOLK and Other Stories. Ivan S. Turgenev. 
Translated from the Russian with an introduction by Jessie Coulson. Oxford 
University Press, 8s.6d. 1959. 15 cm. 476 pages. (The World’s Classics) 

The title-piece of this volume is a short novel, often regarded as Turgenev’s most 

perfect achievement. As in its companion pieces, ‘A Quiet Backwater’ and ‘First Love’, 

the author is looking back from exile at the intimate life of Russian land-owning 
society: this is a fictional world remarkable for its enchanting heroines and cultivated 
but somewhat spineless heroes. Both Lavretsky in ‘A Nest of Gentlefolk’ and 

Vladimir in ‘First Love’ are to some extent autobiographical creations. The lyrical 

qualities of Turgenev’s style offer a special challenge to the translator. Miss Coulson’s 

version combines the vigour of contemporary speech with much of the melancholy 
charm of the original. 


THE POORHOUSE FAIR. John Updike. Gollancz, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 
192 pages. 

In a home for the aged poor somewhere in New Jersey it is the day for the annual 
fair, when the inmates expose for sale to visitors the objects they have been making 
in the past twelve months. The small incidents which bulk so largely in the lives of 
these old people—the injured cat who wanders on to the fair ground, the rain which 
threatens to ruin everything, the truck which knocks down a bit of the wall—are 
described with wit, sympathy and imagination. Though much shorter than most 
novels, it opens up wide horizons. The author, a poet as well as a short story writer, 
is a frequent contributor to The New Yorker.

Crime, Detection and Mystery 


VENETIAN BLIND. William Haggard. Cassell, 10s.6d. 1959. 20°5 cm. 
192 pages. 

A very good thriller about international espionage in the nuclear field, written so 
intelligently that the reader willingly suspends his disbelief. The writing is stream- 
lined, allusive, sophisticated and the dialogue is good. Though not profound, the 
characterisation is sufficiently convincing, while the background is invariably 
authentic, whether Whitehall or the back streets of Venice. The final twist of the 
plot is well concealed and the book maintains a suspense strong enough to keep one 
reading on into the small hours.

THE BANKRUPT. Honoré de Balzac. Translated from the French by 
Frances Frenaye. Reprint. Elek, 3s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 256 pages. Paper covers. 
(Bestseller Library) 

This novel, better known as Cesar Birotteau, is among the most powerfully conceived 

of all the stories in the Comédie Humaine. In telling the story of the Parisian perfumer 

who rises to an unstable prosperity and is then ruined by unscrupulous enemies, 

Balzac was drawing extensively upon his own disastrous experience of the business 

world of ten years earlier. His grasp of the chicanery of contemporary commerce is 


masterly and his portrait of Parisian bourgeois life is a remarkable blend of comedy and 
pathos. 


A JOURNAL OF THE PLAGUE YEAR or Memorials of the Great 
Pestilence in London in 1665. Daniel Defoe. Reprint. Elek, 3s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 
254 pages. (Bestseller Library) 

This account of the great plague which swept London in 166s is a classic of realism 

in fiction. Defoe was at pains to present convincing statistics, to describe the symptoms 

of the plague with clinical exactitude and to use his imagination at once with resource 
and restraint. The result is a record of the disastrous epidemic which, although 
imaginary, gains greatly in dramatic effect over any factual account. 


MADAME BOVARY. Life in a Country Town. Gustave Flaubert. Translated 
from the French by Gerard Hopkins. Reprint. Oxford University Press, 7s. 1959. 
15 cm. 442 pages. (The World’s Classics) 

Madame Bovary, as the translator points out in his excellent foreword, is the most 
human of Flaubert’s novels, so much so that it has to some extent frustrated its 
creator's purpose, which was to satirise the romantic attitude to experience, through 
the infidelities of a bourgeois housewife capable of unlimited self-deception. Flaubert 
has been reasonably well served by English translations in the past, but this version 
offers a good example of Mr. Hopkins’ rare gifts. It proves its superiorities not by any 
striking departures in expression, but by an indefatigable attention to nuances of 
sense and fine points of detail. 


MORE GHOST STORIES. M. R. James. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
1959. 18 cm. 154 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Short Stories) 

Dr. M. R. James, at one time Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge University, received 

the Order of Merit for his services to scholarship. What most people remember him 

for, however, is his gift for turning his scholarship to good account in some of the 

best ghost stories written in the English language. This second Penguin selection 

from his work contains as much blood-chilling entertainment as the first.

TOTO’S TRIUMPH. Claire Huchet Bishop. Dent, 11s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
128 pages. Illustrations by Claude Ponsot. 

A delightful but essentially rather serious story about an impoverished family in 
Paris during the terrible post-war French housing shortage. Nicholas’s father finds a 
flat to which they can escape from the onset of a severe winter: but the landlord will 
not accept tenants with babies and Nicholas’s twin-sisters must therefore be hidden. 
Unfortunately they are discovered almost immediately and the family is threatened 
with eviction, but Nicholas, with some help from Toto, the concierge’s parrot, shames 
the landlord into letting them stay. 


FLYING HORSEMAN. Primrose Cumming. Dent, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
192 pages. Illustrations by Sheila Rose. 

Morgan, who is convalescing from polio, but who is longing to get into the R.A.F., 
goes to learn fruit farming with a family whose sole preoccupation is show-jumping. 
Although inclined at first to find horses supremely uninteresting compared to aero- 
planes he gradually becomes caught up in the excitement of training them for show- 
jumping and it is through this that he eventually finds his opportunity of getting into 
the R.A.F. A good story for children of most ages who are interested in horses or 
aeroplanes and exciting enough for those who are not particularly interested in 
either. 


DRAGON IN DANGER. Rosemary Manning. Constable, 12s.6d. 1959. 
20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Constance Marshall. 

This is a sequel to Miss Manning’s Green Smoke, in which “R. Dragon’ first meets 
nine-year-old Susan. He now decides he will leave his cave in Cornwall and go and 
live near Susan. He and his luggage are taken by moving van to a little island close to 
Susan’s home. There he is kidnapped by two unscrupulous men who want to put 
him on show as a ‘Visitor from Mars’. But with Susan’s help he gets away, just in 
time to save the pageant in which he had promised to take part. This kindly, trusting 
and very lovable old dragon is a most endearing hero. Humour blends with plenty of 
action in this briskly-moving story. 


THE DAHLIA’S CARGO. Roger Pilkington. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1959. 

20 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations by Peter Edwards. 
Peter, Jill and Michael are the children of Chief Inspector Branxome of Scotland 
Yard, so adventure is always just around the corner. When the three of them, with 
an American friend, set out for a yachting holiday in Sweden, they are quick to spot 
some international crooks behaving suspiciously aboard a fishing boat. The exciting 
pursuit takes us across Sweden to the Norwegian frontier along waters familiar to the 
author who has sailed with his own children in most parts of Europe. A thrilling yet 
charming book. 


LITTLE OLD MRS. PEPPERPOT and Other Stories. Alf Proysen. 
Translated from the Norwegian by Marianne Helweg. Hutchinson, 9s.6d. 1959. 
21°5 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations by Bjorn Berg. 

These twelve stories owe much to the Scandinavian tradition of fairy-tale fantasy. 

They are original, entertaining, and written in an easy, pungent style. Five of them 

are about Mrs. Pepperpot, who, in her old age, has developed the awkward symptom 

of shrinking to the size of a pepperpot when she least expects it. She has a highly 
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adventurous time and is always having to use her very sharp wits to get her out of 
trouble. The last story, about four midges who go to torment the local schoolmaster, 
is one of the most successful in this collection for young children. 


AMANDA IN FLORISTRY. Jane Sheridan. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 190 pages. (Bodley Head Career Novels) 

Floristry demands a considerable degree of skill, and girls who take it up are usually 
apprenticed to florists or trained at special “flower schools’. Miss Sheridan is obviously 
familiar with her subject matter and writes in lively and informative fashion about 
Jane’s progress through training and temporary jobs till she »btains a position in a big 
London flower shop and becomes engaged to a young man whose interests are similar 
to her own. 


KEN JONES, ELECTRICAL ENGINEER. D. O. Summers. Chatto & 
Windus, 8s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 144 pages. (Chatto Career Books) 

A semi-textbook which is full of useful information for boys who may be thinking 

of making a career in Electrical Engineering. Written in the form of a novel, it 

follows the progress of Ken Jones from schoolboy to Deputy Chief Engineer, and 

makes equally good reading for those who are ignorant of the subject. 


THE BLACK WHIPPET. S. Sutton-Vane. Constable, 12s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 

176 pages. Illustrations by Janet and Anne Grahame-Johnstone. 
Whippets are cross-bred dogs of the greyhound type, though smaller than grey- 
hounds. They are very fast and are used for racing. Much information about their 
breeding and training is mingled with this story about an orphaned boy and his 
struggle to keep his pet and train it as a champion. Older men try to bribe or bully 
him into parting with the dog and he is threatened with committal to an orphanage 
where pets are not allowed, but a chance encounter leads to a new life for him and 
victory for the black whippet in its first race. 


CAPTAIN OF FOOT. Ronald Welch. Oxford University Press, 12s. 6d. 1959. 
22 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations by William Stobbs. Map. 

The fourth in Mr. Welch’s sequence of books about different generations of the 
Carey family, the first of which won the 1954 Carnegie Medal, recounts the ad- 
ventures of Christopher Carey, an officer in Wellington’s Peninsula Army. 
Christopher, though he dislikes war with its cruelties and discomforts, is a brave and 
intelligent young man who performs his duties well, sometimes even brilliantly. His 
men love him and his superior officers respect him. He is sent on a dangerous and 
delicate liaison mission to a Spanish guerrilla leader and has many other adventures, 
the last of which costs him his life. 


THE NOBLE HAWKS. Ursula Moray Williams. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 
1959. 20 cm. 232 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 
This fine historical novel was chosen Book of the Month by the magazine Young 
Elizabethan. Its theme is the ancient sport of falconry and it is set in 14th century 
England. Dickon is a peasant boy whose passion for falcons brings him to the notice 
of the Earl of Alden. Apprenticed to the Master Falconer at Castle Alden, he mixes 
with the young squires who are there to learn the manners and skills of knighthood. 
One of these becomes his hero and inspiration, another his friend. In the end he 
becomes a squire himself and gains the love of the gentle Lady Olwen. Meanwhile 
he has visited Wales to capture young ‘eyasses’ from the nest and has been to the great 
Hawk Fair at Falkensward in the Low Countries. 
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Non-fiction 


CHESS FOR CHILDREN. R. Bott and S. Morrison. Collins, 12s.6d. 1959. 
23°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Patricia Lindsay. Diagrams. 

This is a splendid book for young people who know little or nothing of chess. Here 

are the basic principles of the game presented in an amusing and simple manner which 

should create enthusiasm for a recreation which has been enjoyed by many children 

in the past. The authors, who are primary school teachers, have done much to promote 

play among London school children. 


THE GOLDEN PHARAOH. Karl Bruckner. Translated from the German 
by Frances Lobb. Burke, 12s.6d. 1959. 20°5 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations by Hans 
Thomas. 

An excellent translation of an unusual and interesting book for older children, which 
won a number of Continental awards when it was published in Germany in 1957. 
Its subject is Egyptian archaeology in general and the tomb of Tutankhamen in 
particular. It begins with an exciting and convincing reconstruction of the attempted 
robbery of the tomb, traces of which were to puzzle archaeologists three thousand 
years later. Next comes the story of the Rosetta Stone and other stages in the 
development of Egyptology. Lastly, Howard Carter’s discovery of the tomb and its 
treasures in 1922 is described with all the breathless excitement of an eye-witness 
account. 


LONDON from the earliest times to the present day. John Hayes. Black, 12s.6d. 

1959. 25 cm. 130 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This book, by an Assistant Keeper of the London Museum, tells in simple language 
the story of London from Roman times to the present day. A pictorial narrative 
accompanies the text and on each page there are two or three illustrations. These are 
well chosen but inevitably somewhat indistinct on account of their small size. 
Nevertheless, this is an interesting and stimulating book and a useful addition to the 
shelves of the junior library. 


MAN-MADE SUN. The Story of Zeta. J. D. Jukes. Abelard-Schuman, 10s.6d. 
1959. 20°§ cm. 136 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

This popular science book devoted to the production of thermonuclear energy, 
although written primarily for young people, will appeal to anyone who wishes to 
know more of the principles and problems of this new source of power. The author, 
who has been engaged in thermonuclear research at Harwell, includes enough 
explanation of the fundamental electrical and nuclear phenomena to enable the non- 
scientist to understand the principles on which thermonuclear devices operate, and 
devotes most of the book to descriptions of the various machines which have been 
designed to produce controlled thermonuclear power. He has the gift of making 
complicated ideas appear simple without sacrificing accuracy, and the scientifically- 
minded, young and not so young, will find this book of absorbing interest. 


OIL MAN. Eric Leyland. Edmund Ward, 8s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 96 pages. 
Illustrations by B. Gerry. (Men of Action Series, No. 5) 

The life of an oil man is, in this fifth volume of the series, written almost as an 

adventure story. The technicalities of the industry, from the search for crude 

petroleum to its preliminary treatment in the refinery, are reduced to the simplest 

terms. The book thus provides an elementary introduction to the oil industry and 

young readers thinking of a career should find it fascinating and useful reading. 
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FALLACIES IN MATHEMATICS. E. A. Maxwell. Cambridge University 
Press, 138.6d. 1959. 20°5 cm. 96 pages. Diagrams. 

Dr. Maxwell’s wide experience as teacher and examiner has enabled him to collect 
many instances of false reasoning deluding, or committed by, the student at the 
upper school and first year undergraduate level: he rightly ignores the amusing but 
trivial ‘howler’. Fallacious arguments in algebra, geometry and elementary calculus 
are exhibited and analysed in detail, and very often an error which seems superficial 
is shown to have deep roots, as, for instance, the full analysis of the familiar ‘proof’ 
that every triangle is isosceles. Much instruction is provided by the analysis of logical 
flaws and the supply of remedial treatment, and the book should be in the hands of 
every Vith form teacher of mathematics. 


HOW BOATS GO UPHILL. Roger Pilkington. Abelard-Schuman, 10s.6d. 
1959. 22°5 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Gordon Cullen. 

The author is a scientist and sailor-traveller. In this book he describes clearly, for 

children of ten years and upwards, the general principles of ship and boat locks, lifts, 

and other methods of moving ships and boats from one water level to another. The 

book well presented and printed and the vigorous pen and wash illustrations add to, 


its appearance, though some of them are not, perhaps, as clearly definitive as might 
be expected or desired by young readers. 


THIS IS PARIS. M. Sasck. W. H. Allen, 12s.6d. 1959. 32 cm. 60 pages. 
Illustrations in colour. 

M. Sasek has put wit and vitality as well as very candid observation into his picture 
book for young children. The drawings are in water colour and line, their style some- 
where between impressionism and caricature, and all of them are as delightful in 
design and colour as they are successful in conveying the character of their subjects. 
This really is Paris. We are shown not only the Arc de Triomphe, the Louvre, the 
Eiffel Tower and the historical monuments, but the less publicised aspects—the cats, 
the concierges, the bird market, the bus stops and the street lamps. The linking text is 
simple and to the point and does not obtrude on the pictures.
